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The HIV—Cancer Connection: 
SFGH Reasearches Have Found It 


Bobby Hillsborough's Killer: 

Yesterday's Basher 
... And Today's Drag

Researchers at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital 
(SFGH) have uncovered im¬ 
portant evidence that HIV is 
directly responsible for a type 
of cancer — large cell lym¬ 
phoma (LCL) — which fre¬ 
quently occurs in HIV-posi¬ 
tive people. Lymphomas are 
the second most common 
type of cancer diagnosed in 
HIV-infected individuals, after 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma (KS). Be¬ 
tween five and ten percent of 
all HIV-positive people devel¬ 
op some form of lymphoma 
during the course of AIDS. 

This discovery differs from 
the casual correlation found 
between HIV infection and 
two forms of cancer — KS and 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
(NHL) - in that HIV was 
found in each and every can-

Two native Chicago women, 
one black, one white, and 
one woman from New York 
City were honored in the Bay 
Area Sunday, April 24, with 
the Pat Bond Memorial Old 
Dyke Awards.

cer cell of the large cell lym¬ 
phomas. In contrast, the can¬ 
cer cells of those diagnosed 
with KS or NHL are not in¬ 
fected with HIV; the role of 
HIV is indirect. Even more 
significant, the HIV viral 
genome was found inserted 
next to a specific human 
gene, thought to predispose 
individuals to immune cell 
cancer in all four of the HIV¬ 
positive people diagnosed 
with LCL who were used in 
the study. 

The SFGH researchers, 
Bruce Shiramizu, Brian 
Herndier, and Michael Mc¬ 
Grath, speculate that HIV 
may actually trigger activa¬ 
tion of the cancer gene. The 
experimental discovery was 
reported in the April 15 issue 
of the scientific magazine 
Cancer Research.

Rethinking the 
pathology of lymphomas 

According to McGrath, 
“This is the first example 
where a human virus was 
found inserted right next to a 
human gene implicated in 
cancer. Examples where ani¬ 
mal retroviruses insert next 
to a cancer-causing gene are, 
however, already known: for 
instance, insertion of the 
avian leukosis virus next to 
the cancer-causing ‘myc’ 
gene in chickens is well estab¬ 
lished.” While human T-cell 
lymphotropic virus-1 (HTLV- 
1) has been linked to T-cell 
lymphomas in humans, this 
virus inserts into the human 
genome in a random, haphaz¬ 
ard manner rather than at a 
specific chromosomal site.

In an eerie true-life twist 
that seems straight out of a 
John Rechy novel about street 
queens and ex-cons, John Cor¬ 
dova showed up in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court again 
earlier this month. 

Cordova, who was answer¬ 
ing to felony charges of pass¬ 
ing stolen checks in that ap¬ 
pearance, is shortly scheduled 
to answer to other charges 
brought by District Attorney 
Arlo Smith on yet another 
bust. Those charges including 
being an ex-felon in posses¬ 
sion of a firearm, possession 
of heroin, and possession of 
heroin for sale. 

What was most surprising 
was not that he surfaced in 
court again, but that for this 
appearance he wore wide 
wale fish-net hose and a 
miniskirt, calling himself Tru- 
di Cordova. 

If there was ever a three- 
striker it’s Cordova — whatev¬ 
er his first name — who has 
led a life of serious crime 
since he was 19; because he 
already has two prior serious 
felony convictions, he now 
faces 25 years to life without 
the possibility of parole if he’s 
convicted of the third.

Some say that John Cordo¬ 
va should have gotten the gas 
chamber for his first. 

That’s because Cordova 
stabbed Robert Hillsborough 
to death with a five-inch skin¬ 
ning knife in June 1977, dur¬ 
ing an altercation with at the 
old Whiz-Burger at 18th and 
Van Ness. 

Witnesses claimed that 
Hillsborough, a city gardener, 
had been stabbed savagely 15 
times as Cordova and three 
young accomplices yelled 
“faggot, faggot.” 

Hillsborough’s death, sev¬ 
eral days before the fifth Gay 
Freedom Day parade, became 
a cause celebre in the gay 
community already angry 
over the anti-gay crusade of 
orange juice spokeswoman, 
Anita Bryant. Many of the 
200,000 marchers told re¬ 
porters that they had 
marched for the first time in 
response to Hillsborough’s 
death and the climate of hate 
fueled by Bryant’s religious, 
almost manic and certainly 
obsessive, anti-gay fervor. 

Rewards totalling $13,000 
were posted for information 
leading to the capture of 
Hillsborough’s murderer, and

Castro Merchants to 
Hire Special Patrol Officers

Crime-weary Castro mer¬ 
chants have banded together 
and hired additional help to 
augment the work of San 
Francisco police in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The assistance comes in 
the form of San Francisco Pa¬ 
trol Special Officers — who are 
sworn peace officers with full 
police powers within city bor¬ 
ders, but who are paid by 
merchants and other cus¬ 
tomers of their beats. 

The officers, trained at the 
San Francisco Police Acade¬ 
my, must also successfully 
complete all training required 
by the California Commission 
on Police Officer Standards 
and Training. 

“The days are gone where 
a guy could just push a door. 
We’re professional law en¬ 
forcement officers,” said Pa¬ 
trol Special Officer A1 Stan- 
combe. 

Stancombe has been estab¬ 
lishing a beat in the area, by 
soliciting merchants who are 
willing to pay a fee of about 
$150 per month for the seven- 
day-a-week services. 

“I’ve spoken with 128 mer¬ 
chants so far, and I’ve only 
gotten two negative respons¬ 
es,” Stancombe told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Initially, the patrol special 
beat, which Stancombe hopes 
to start around the beginning 
of May, will cover the area 
from 17th to 19th Streets, and 
from Collingwood to Hart¬ 
ford, including Castro Street 
and Market. The area may be 
expanded to cover as far 
down as Sanchez Street, de¬ 
pending on merchant interest. 

“We’ll have two officers on 


at a time at first, with as 
many as five available,” Stan¬ 
combe told the B.A.R. 

A member of the gay 
Golden State Peace Officers 
Association, Stancombe said 
that the officers, who may be 
lesbian and gay, will be famil-

iar with the needs of resi¬ 
dents and merchants. 

“In the Castro, a police 
presence is a good idea and I 
think that every knows that. 
We’re not a community up 
for grabs. The concern is ob¬ 
viously about the robberies 
and the outsiders coming in, 
the bashings,” he said. 

Stancombe said that he’s 
working out the details of the 
eight-hour shifts at the pre¬ 
sent — and they may run from 
2 p.m. until 10 p.m. on week¬ 


days, and later on weekends. 

And although the officers 
are not paid by the taxpayer, 
but by the businesses they 
serve, patrol specials are 
sworn members of the San 
Francisco Police Department. 

Stancombe is trying to 
keep the monthly fee for mer¬ 
chants at $150 a month, in¬ 
cluding basic patrol or de¬ 
tailed premises security 
checks. 

“Eventually we’d like to 
have officers on bikes,” he 
said. 

“I have no problems with 
patrol specials. It’s an old 
time San Francisco tradition, 
They are officially sanctioned 
by the Police Commission 
and are given police powers 
by the City Charter,” Mission 
Station Captain Joaquin San¬ 
tos told the B.A.R. 

“It’s a good beat and a 
good business opportunity. 
We need more support up 
there and there are time 
when we need more support 
than we can augment,” San¬ 
tos said. “They have to be ac¬ 
countable, though. They have 
to live up to San Francisco 
police department regulations 
and procedures.” 

The officers will be armed, 
will wear a patrol special uni¬ 
form similar to on-duty offi¬ 
cers, and will be equipped 
with a two-way SFPD radio — 
and because they have full po¬ 
lice powers they can arrest in¬ 
dividuals. 

“I’ve been approached and 
I probably will sign up,” said 
Richard Labonte, owner of A 
Different Light Bookstore. 
“For the peace of mind of my 
staff and for increased securi¬ 
ty, even though we’ve never 
been robbed.” ▼ 


SFAF Employees Vote 
In Favor of Unionizing

A majority of San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation employ¬ 
ees voted on Friday, April 22 
to be represented by Local 
790 A of the Service Employ¬ 
ees International Union. 

The vote was 36 employ¬ 
ees (63 percent) in favor of 
union representation, and 21 
employees (37 percent) op¬ 
posed. Three challenged votes 
were not counted in the elec¬ 
tion. 

“It’s a very positive step,” 
said Wayne Blankenship, a 
member of the union organiz¬ 
ing committee at SFAF. 

“A lot of us initially ques¬ 
tioned the idea of a union for 
a non-profit agency. It was a 
new idea for some people,” 
Blankenship told the Bay 
Area Reporter. But, he said, 
unionizing was a way of em¬ 
powering a staff whose job is 
to empower clients with 
AIDS. 

“Workers can and should 
expect equity and empower¬ 
ment in their workplace. 
These are standards we can 
model for our clients,” he 
said. 

According to Local 790 A 
spokesperson Chris Pullman, 
employees organized around 


issues of representation in de¬ 
cision making, consistency 
and equity in hiring, evalua¬ 
tion, promotion, salaries and 
benefits, and a facilitated em¬ 
ployee grievance policy. 

Key bargaining issues will 
be the elimination of the “at 
will” clause in employee con¬ 
tracts that currently allow 



SFAF management to termi¬ 
nate employees for any rea¬ 
son, and diversity and sensi¬ 
tivity training for all staff 
around regarding the con¬ 
cerns of people with HIV, les¬ 
bians and gays, women, and 
people of color. 

“I think the reality is that 
we are moving forward. The 
employees have spoken and it 
was their decision to make,” 
said SFAF Acting Director 
Lance Henderson. “It’s likely 
that it will be a process with 
a lot of give and take. We are 


prepared to respond as soon 
as they are, and will enter 
bargaining in good faith.” 

“I believe that the Union 
will create an equal partner¬ 
ship that will allow us to look 
at problems, issues, and con¬ 
cerns that have been disre¬ 
garded, and come out with so¬ 
lutions in an objective, consis¬ 
tent, and fair manner,” said 
Nakari Small, an agency so¬ 
cial worker. 

“Salaries and benefits were 
not an issue at all. As an 
AIDS organization we are at 
the top of the scale in San 
Francisco and we’re competi¬ 
tive with many other non¬ 
profit organizations,” SFAF 
Communications Director Joe 
Fera told the B.A.R. 

Salaries at SFAF begin at 
$23,3200 for a full time cleri¬ 
cal support staff worker, such 
as a receptionist or an admin¬ 
istrative assistant, to a high of 
$68,000 for the executive di¬ 
rector. 

“I’m not saying that any¬ 
one receives that salary, but it 
is the top of the scale,” Fera 
said. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation serves an estimat¬ 
ed 3,000 clients a year, with a 
budget of $9 million for fiscal 
year 93-94. ▼

rallies and press conferences 
denouncing the crime were 
held shortly before the pa¬ 
rade. Mayor George Moscone 
ordered the flags at City Hall 
flown at half mast in mourn¬ 
ing. 

Cordova, Michael Chavez, 
20, and Thomas G. Spooner, 
20, were arrested the day be¬ 
fore the parade for the killing, 
along with a 16-year-old juve¬ 
nile. Police said that two of 
the suspects identified Cordo¬ 
va as the killer. 

Bail was set at 50,000 for 
Cordova and Spooner. 
Chavez was charged with 
felony assault and harboring 
the killers. His bail was set at 
$5,000. 

Cordova was identified in 
press accounts as a 19-year-old 
Daly City mechanic. 

Three thousand citizens at¬ 
tended Hillsborough’s funeral 
at Grace Cathedral a week 
later, including his 73-year-old 
mother and his 34-year-old 
brother. 

In July, 1977, Chavez 
turned state’s evidence and 
testified for the prosecution 
under grant of immunity. 

Chavez testified that he 
and Spooner had gotten load¬ 
ed on three joints, two six 
packs of malt liquor, and Val¬ 
iums earlier in the day. They 
met up with Cordova later 
that night, he testified, every¬ 
one got higher on more pot 
and beer, and the group went 
to the Whiz-burger to eat and 
parked the car. 

Chavez testified that he no¬ 
ticed a car, occupied by Hills¬ 
borough and a friend, Jerry 
Taylor, bump into the wall of 
the drive-in on its way out of 
the parking spot to the street, 
and that he told Hillsborough 
to “take it easy” — and that he 
sincerely hoped Hillsborough 
made it home okay. A subse¬ 
quent autopsy revealed Hills¬ 
borough’s blood alcohol level 
was .23 percent. 

Hillsborough, according to 
Chavez’ testimony, called the 
youths “punks.” 

Chavez went over the driv¬ 
er’s window and started hit¬ 
ting Hillsborough, who was 
trying to leave the drive-in. 

Hillsborough managed to 
pull out of the parking lot, 
but Chavez alleged that he 
tried to hit the group with his 
car. 

The group didn’t intend 
to chase the pair, Chavez said, 
but later they saw the Hills¬ 
borough car pulling up to a 
curb at 18th and Lexington 
Streets. They gave chase and 
caught up with the car. 

Chavez attempted to beat 
up Taylor, but Taylor would 
not fight, and Chavez turned, 
according to news accounts, 
to see Hillsborough standing 
next to his car with his fists 
cocked. 

When witnesses in the 
neighborhood were awakened 
around 1 a.m. by the incident, 
they saw three men standing 
over Hillsborough, who was 
lying on his back in the mid¬ 
dle of the street.

Two of the men ran off, 
while Cordova stabbed Hills¬ 
borough again and again. 

Chavez testified in court 
that after the killing, Cordova 
was punching the rear seat of 
the car with his bloody fists, 
saying “I fucked up, I fucked 
up,” the San Francisco 
Chronicle reported. He also 
testified Cordova was so in¬ 
toxicated he was in an uncon¬ 
scious stupor. 

Cordova was convicted of 
second degree murder, which 
carried a penalty at the time 
of five to seven years. The 
penalty for second degree 
murder was changed in 1979 
to 15 years to life. 

Cordova served about four 
years in state prison for the 
crime, despite an appeal, ac¬ 
cording to Assistant District 
Attorney Lou Lipset. 

Now that “Trudi” has been 
rearrested, “Mr. Cordova 
faces 25 years to life if he is 
convicted,” Lipset told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“I was shocked when he 
showed up in court. At some 
point in his life he must have 
undergone a pretty serious 
change,” Lipset said. “But 
this is San Francisco in the 
90s. In the 70s we might have 
been really shocked. You nev¬ 
er know what you are going 
to see.” 

Cordova, 37, remains free 
on bail, pending a May 4 pre¬ 
liminary hearing date on the 
stolen check charges. A trial 
date is set for July 11 on the 
remaining felony charges, y 


KFRC:

San Francisco Supervisors 
Susan Leal and Carole 
Migden have called for a for¬ 
mal investigation of KFRC 61 
Radio by the city’s. Human 
Rights Commission, in re¬ 
sponse to anti-gay comments 
made on the station’s air¬ 
waves. 

“The Commission and its 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Advisory Com¬ 
mittee needs to educate 
KFRC. Broadcasting inflam¬ 
matory and ignorant state¬ 
ments can lead to further dis¬ 
crimination and possibly acts 
of violence,” Leal said. 

Leal and Migden both said 
that several complaints had 
been made to their offices 
about anti-gay comments by 
KFRC disk jockeys. 

The homophobic com¬ 
ments were allegedly made 
by KFRC morning personali¬ 
ties Gary and J. Paul during a 
March 23 morning broadcast, 
which referred to lesbians 
and gays as “sick and pathet¬ 
ic.” 

Other complaints received 
by GLAAD — and Leal’s Of¬ 
fice — include complaints 
about March 24 comments on 
KFRC that derided the quest 
of a gay Mexican man seek¬ 
ing immigration asylum, on 
the basis that he would be 
persecuted because of his sex¬ 
ual orientation if forced to re¬ 
turn to Mexico. 

The complainant notified 
GLAAD, saying that the disk 
jockey offered — as proof that 
the man’s human rights claim 
was preposterous — his opin¬ 
ion that most of the resort 
workers in Mexican beach 
towns are gay. 

The complaint said the 
comments defied logic and 
also perpetuated stereotypes 
that are degrading and dehu¬ 
manizing. 

KFRC General Manager 
David Bramnick flatly re¬ 
fused to discuss the matter 
with the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I really don’t have any¬ 


thing to say to you guys,” 
Bramnick said when finally 
contacted on April 26. 
“You’ve been incredibly irre¬ 
sponsible.” Bramnick refused 
to return three earlier tele¬ 
phone messages- left by the 
editor of the B.A.R. 

Bramnick said that the 
comments have been “totally

blown out of proportion” into 
a major brouhaha that has 
“no basis in reality,” and that 
the station has received toilet 
paper smeared with feces in 
the mail and abusive calls to 
KFRC from angry callers. 

Bramnick also complained 
that the station’s receptionist 
has been verbally abused by 
callers, who referred to her as 
a “bitch, cunt, and fucking 
asshole,” but GLAAD coun¬ 
ters that the station’s recep¬ 
tionist was herself abusive 
and told a GLAAD represen¬ 
tative to go to hell and hung 
up on her. 

“You guys just haven’t 
been very responsible. I’ll talk 
to you but only fully off the 
record,” Bramnick said. 


Bay Area Reporter edito¬ 
rial policy precludes off-the- 
record conversations in such 
instances. 

Bramnick did respond to 
GLAAD, with an April 14 let¬ 
ter that said on-air personali¬ 
ties “poke fun” at a wide spec¬ 
trum of personalities and 
communities, that the com¬ 
ments were not intended to 
be offensive, and that al¬ 
though management didn’t 
endorse the comments, it de¬ 
fended the right of the disc 
jockeys to express their 
views. 

The allegations were first 
raised in a weekly Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation media watch col¬ 
umn printed as a public ser¬ 
vice by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“I would hope that KFRC 
will cooperate with the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission and 
seek to fairly mediate this dis¬ 
pute. These complaints raise 
legitimate questions, and we 
believe KFRC has a responsi¬ 
bility to consider the impact 
of their programming,” said 
Migden. 

“IF KFRC continues to ig¬ 
nore our attempts to resolve 
this matter,” Leal said, “I’ll 
make sure they have to an¬ 
swer some tough questions 
when they try to renew their 
license. We live in a city that 
doesn’t tolerate the message 
that KFRC is selling.” 

Homophobic defamation 
leads directly to violence 
aimed our community and 
contributes to the very high 
rate of teen suicide among 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
youth, said GLAAD Execu¬ 
tive Director Tom Di Maria. 

“As a radio station licensed 
to service in the public good, 
KFRC must demonstrate its 
committment to responsible 
community programming,” 
said Di Maria. 

The FCC will not review 
KFRC’s license until 1977, 
and currently has no authori¬ 
ty to intervene on the basis of 
homophobic broadcasts. ▼

Judge to City: 

Let 'Em Dance All Night

U.S. District Court Judge 
Eugene Lynch last week 
granted a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order, forbidding the city 
from ordering 1015 Folsom 
Street, a popular South of 
Market nightclub, to close be¬ 
fore 6 a.m. 

Attorneys for the club, 
which operates Spread, a gay 
venue, once a week, had been 
the subject of police enforce¬ 
ment of a permit clause that 
forced the building to close at 
3:30 a.m. instead of 6 a.m., said 
attorney Tom Steel. 

Lynch held that the city 
had no constitutional grounds 
to enforce the permit clause 
ordering closure of the club 
any earlier than 6 a.m. as es¬ 
tablished by the city’s ordi¬ 
nance governing cabarets. 

Police had previously re¬ 
peatedly cited the club and 
threatened to arrest its owner, 


Ira Sandler, before the re¬ 
straining order was sought, 
Steel said. 

“Judge Lynch said the city 
didn’t have the unbridled dis¬ 
cretion to order my client to 
close,” Steel told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Steel was also critical of 
Mercy Charities, Inc., and the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco, 
builders of a multi-million- 
dollar housing facility for low- 
income families close to the 
nightclub site. 

“We were doing fine nego¬ 
tiating with the police until 
Mercy Charities decided to go 
after us and try to squeeze us 
out of the neighborhood,” 
Steel said. “They used bully 
tactics.” 

Mercy Charities’ attorneys 
requested that the club’s 
operating permit be revoked 
and that the police cite 
Sandler, Steel told the B.A.R. 

But attorney Steve Vettle 


who represents Mercy Chari¬ 
ties, Inc., said that the real is¬ 
sue isn’t whether the club op¬ 
erates until 6 a.m. but 
“whether it’s soundproof.” 

“What we asked the police 
department to do was to be¬ 
gin enforcing the permit con¬ 
ditions on Ira’s permit. They 
have a 28,000-watt sound sys¬ 
tem in a plywood shack. That 
building needs to be rebuilt. 
They have a sound engineer 
and we have a sound engi¬ 
neer. We have no opposition 
to the extension of their 
hours until 6 a.m. — providing 
they soundproof,” Vettle said. 

The 1015 Folsom site, one 
of the most popular night¬ 
clubs in the city, has been the 
site of several gay dance 
venues in recent years, includ¬ 
ing Colossus and Product. 

The 50-unit low-income 
family housing site is expect¬ 
ed to be completed in 1995. ▼ 


Rainbow Rolls Cross Country, 
Kicks Off Here in San Francisco

Brent Nicholson Earle is 
traveling cross country again, 
chasing a rainbow, but this 
time, he’s rolling. 

The celebrated runner 
who made headlines with his 
1990 cross-country trek to 
raise AIDS awareness 
throughout the country will 
be traveling east this time, 
and with a team of five other 
athletes, all on rollerblades. 

“We hope with the Rain¬ 
bow Roll to bring a positive, 
pro-active approach to the 
fight against AIDS by carry¬ 
ing the Rainbow Flag as a 
symbolic torch for AIDS pre¬ 
vention education to Gay 
Games IV and Stonewall 25,” 
Earle told the B.A.R. 

Earle and his team — 
Tonya McClendon, Margo Su 
San, Kybuoe Willie Gray, 
Roddy J. Shaul and Mary 
Beth Baird — plan to cele¬ 
brate their official start of the 
six-week run this Friday, 
April 29 in San Francisco at 
the Tom Waddell House, 141 
Albion Street, at 10 a.m. 

Waddell was one of the or¬ 
ganizers of the original Gay 
Olympics, subsequently re¬ 


named the Gay Games at the 
legal insistence of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. Earle is 
bringing a quilt panel of Wad¬ 
dell in his memory, as well as 
one of famed artist Keith Har¬ 
ing. He hopes the Rainbow 
Roll will be both a trek to fight 
AIDS and “also to honor peo¬ 
ple who’ve died of AIDS.” 

Several groups have donat¬ 
ed funds and equipment to 
the cause. Nautica donated 
spiffy jackets for the team 
members, and Roces donated 
the road skates that the team 
members will sport across the 
country, with stops in 22 
cities. 

People in every part of the 
country are encouraged to fill 
the one open slot on the team, 
by which anyone can roll 
with the team, be they on 
skates, bikes, skateboards or 
wheelchairs. 

The team members hope 
to visualize an alternative to 
the fate of many people deal¬ 
ing with HIV. Earle, who is 
HIV-positive, says that a 
healthy regimen of exercise 
has kept him from symp¬ 
tomatic problems associated 
with HIV.

Proceeds after expenses 
will go to local AIDS organi¬ 
zations in each city. Coordi¬ 
nating efforts have been quite 
a hurdle, but the team hopes 
to roll into each town and 
gain support for both AIDS 
prevention and the Gay 
Games. 

Funding for the trip re¬ 
mains meager, however, and 
Earle urged supporters to 
send donations to the Ameri¬ 
can Run for the End of AIDS 
(A.R.E.A.) 2350 Broadway, 
New York, NY 10024, “or else 
we’ll be stuck in Little Rock.”

Carjacking at 17th & Noe 
— Suspect Now in Custody

A suspect is in police cus¬ 
tody after he allegedly 
jumped into a gay man’s con¬ 
vertible BMW last Friday af¬ 
ternoon near 17th and Noe, 
brandished a gun, and told 
the man to drive or he’d be 
killed. 

Augusto Ego-Aguierre, 43, 
was arrested a day later, after 
police observed the stolen car 
in the Mission district and lat¬ 
er saw the suspect get in the 
car and drive away. 

“I had parked my car on 
Noe on the west side of the 
street, right in front of the vi¬ 
tamin store, to use the Wells 
Fargo ATM on Market and 
Noe,” the victim, Jim Hill, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I was three cars up, right in 
front of the fire hydrant. I got 
$100 out of the bank and 
went into the gym to see my 
lover. 

“I spent five minutes in the 
gym and was on my way to a 
doctor’s appointment. I got in 
my car and pulled into Noe 
Street. There were people 
working on the street [ob¬ 
structing traffic],” he said. 

Hill was slowly proceeding 
up Noe to 17th when the car¬ 
jacking happened. 

“This guy came up from 
behind and hurtled over the 
passenger door into the seat 
with a gun. He didn’t tell me 
what he wanted. He just said, 
“Don’t say anything, don’t do 
anything or I’ll kill you, just 


drive,”’ Hill said. 

So, Hill just drove — as the 
suspect allegedly told him 
that he had seen Hill with¬ 
draw cash at the ATM and 
that he wanted the cash. 

But that’s not all the sus¬ 
pect said. 

“He said he’d done it be¬ 
fore — and that time he did 
have to shoot someone,” Hill 
told the B.A.R. 

When the car had almost 
reached 18th Street, the car- 
jacker told Hill to pull over, 
beside a Ryder moving van 
that was parked on the side 
of the street, and get out of 
the car. 

Bystanders to the rescue 

As he started to pull out 
from behind the moving 
truck, Hill yelled that his car 
was being stolen. A man and 
a woman riding bicycles 
down 18th Street heard Hill 
and came to his assistance. 

One got the license plate 
number of Hill’s car and later 
went to get his lover from the 
gym. The other didn’t stop, 
but went to a nearby pay 
phone and called 911. 

SFPD Officer David 
Tussey was on beat patrol in 
the area and responded to the 
call. 

“Everyone was just amaz¬ 
ing, and the police response 
was so fast. It was really great 
timing,” Hill said. 

“My briefcase and gym 
bag with my house key, ad¬ 
dress book, credit cards, 


check book, and my life were 
in the car. I had to get the 
lock changed and I cancelled 
my credit cards and check 
book,” he said. 

But, Hill said, he was still 
very worried until police 
caught the suspect. 

“He was still out there and 
he knew where I lived. I was 
concerned that he could be at 
my house with a gun and do 
anything.” 

After the car was recov¬ 
ered, Hill still had to go 
through the hassle of recover¬ 
ing a stolen car — and paying 
a hefty towing fee — but his 
brother, a sheriff, walked him 
through the bureaucratic 
maze. 

“I’m still a little shaken 
up,” he said. “I’ve never been 
around guns. It never crossed 
my mind to do anything. I 
don’t recall being as fright¬ 
ened in the car as when it 
was over,” he said. 

In an odd twist to the 
scary incident, Hill wonders 
whether he has some kind of 
weird car karma. 

“I’ve had two cars stolen in 
bizarre incidents in two 
years,” he said. 

Hill, a graphics fabricator, 
had his last car — a Jaguar 
convertible — stolen from a lo¬ 
cal dealership, where he’d 
stored it while on vacation. 

“I came back from vaca¬ 
tion and that car had been 
stolen. The Jaguar dealership 
paid for this car,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. ▼

PAWS Meeting Tonight

PAWS (Pets are Wonderful Support) will convene its Town 
Meeting to address community concerns this Thursday, April 
28. This is a change from the information provided to the 
B.A.R. last week by PAWS Interim Executive Director 
Maryann Cleary. 

The location, according to the most recent information re¬ 
ceived, will be the Metropolitan Community Church, at 150 
Eureka Street. The meeting will convene at 7 p.m., and is 
scheduled to last one hour; no pets are allowed in MCC facil¬ 
ities, except for guide animals assisting the legally blind and 
deaf. According to a flyer promoting the event, PAWS “will 
provide as much reassurance and information as we can so 
that you may understand our struggles and our commitment 
to the community,” an apparent reference to numerous com¬ 
plaints about a perceived deterioration of PAWS services over 
the past few months. The public is invited “to make state¬ 
ments, ask questions and express your concerns.” 

The most recent meeting of PAWS, on Tuesday, April 12, 
did not allow for the members of the public to do any of the 
above. When the dozen or so volunteers, clients, and donors 
who attended that meeting objected to its adjournment without 
public input, Board President Ron Lewis called the police to 
have them ejected by force if necessary. 

Last week, both Lewis and Cleary attended a Horizons 
workshop, designed to help officials of non-profit groups im¬ 
prove working relations with the public. According to a source, 
the two PAWS officials left for lunch and never returned. ▼

On Being Forgotten ... 

A pleasant surprise arrived in the mail the other day, in the 
form of a donation solicitation from the “National Republican 
Senatorial Committee,” oddly enough. Normally mail from 
that group — which seems to be nothing more than an effort by 
elderly homophobe Phil Gramm of Texas to gain name recog¬ 
nition — is like its spokesperson: annoying, bigoted, long-wind¬ 
ed, scary, etc. 

This time, however, there was nothing specifically anti-gay 
in the mailing. Not that it was pleasant to read, of course: it 
was still right wing, full of leading questions like, “Do you fa¬ 
vor being mandated [sic] who your physician will be, what hos¬ 
pital you must use and what generic medication you must 
take?” (That question ignores the necessity of millions of Amer¬ 
icans to take generic medication for financial reasons, a com¬ 
pelling force in the lives of most of us, but not, of course, a rich 
Texas senator. It also shows the necessity for better education 
in this country, rather than less, as the right wing keeps insist¬ 
ing these days.) 

Still, since we take comfort where we can, we are finding 
no small measure of hope in the absence of any question deal¬ 
ing with the famed, if impossible, “gay agenda.” We’re pretty 
sure Gramm would have included those questions, if they were 
still profitable and if he remembered. 

The latter possibility, that his “lifestyle” has taken its toll 
on the Gramm brain — never one we could picture in a muse¬ 
um of excellence to begin with — fills us with hope, because 
most of our more vocal adversaries are, like him, unused to 
thinking clearly. As any gym bunny will tell you, unused or¬ 
gans atrophy. Maybe that’s what’s happening with Gramm. 

Or perhaps he didn’t refer to the gay issue for an even bet¬ 
ter reason: perhaps it isn’t working any longer. Perhaps the 
people in America have had enough of the bashing, and refuse 
to go along with it. 

Whatever the reason, it’s made this spring day even sunnier. 

And remembering ... 

Speaking of Republicans, the following trenchant bit had to 
be cut from Michael Botkin’s Queer Watch column this week, 
because of length, but it deserves to be read: 

“The mainstream’s windy fascination with the demise of 
Richard Nixon, indisputably the worst president in American 
history, has been marred by their traditional reluctance to 
speak ill of the recently deceased. In the hundreds of hours of 
Nixon retrospectives aired the past weekend, not once did they 
show the famed ‘Checkers’ speech nor any footage of his early 
Watergate denials, let alone my personal favorite Nixon clip: 
the infamous ‘I am not a crook’ declaration. Instead, there was 
a lot of focusing on his ‘opening’ China, never mentioning his 
decades of histrionic red-baiting that preceded this ‘opening.’ 

“If the media showed any serious interest at all in bad- 
mouthing the departed, they could have had a field day with 
Nixon’s checkered (so to speak) record. But Death, so assidu¬ 
ously ignored so much of the time, intimidates them into si¬ 
lence, and faint or fictitious praise.” 

We agree. It’s hard to stay calm about the death of the New 
Nixon, and the uproar that has filled our lives and airwaves 
since his body finally shut down. As this is being written, the 
mail has ceased for the day, a copy of one of Nixon’s unread¬ 
able tomes is prominently displayed in the window of the 
neighborhood Goodwill store, and people are in the midst of 
a “day of mourning,” acting like he was some kind of popular 
president instead of the murderer of thousands. 

Remember the Rosenbergs, to begin with? The kids at Kent 
State? The Laotians and Cambodians? The Vietnamese? The 
American soldiers? 

Now CNN shows half-mile lines of people waiting to view 
the body, without ever mentioning that some of them are sure¬ 
ly there to make sure the bastard is dead. Instead, cameras fo¬ 
cus on parents “teaching our children,” as one hapless mother 
put it, “respect for the president.” 

Are we the only ones who think teaching respect for a Con¬ 
stitution-shredding secret bomber lessens the value of respect 
everywhere? When Reagan dies, we suspect we will see the 
same “respect” lavished upon the man who sentenced so many 
of our friends to a painful death with AIDS. Just as now, we 
will have no respect for the dead when he was so clearly un¬ 
worthy of respect in life. And if we are once again — to use 
Phil Gramm’s word — “mandated” to undergo another national 
day of mourning, we will use it as we did today. 

Mourning the very friends those ex-presidents let die. ▼

Testing the Limits of Our Patience

On Monday, April 18, ten members of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and ACT UP/San Francisco went 
to Sacramento to urge legislators to defeat a fright¬ 
ening array of punitive HIV testing bills now be¬ 
ing considered, and to press for adequate funding 
of AIDS care and prevention programs. It was an 
exhausting day, with 11 meetings in seven hours. 

It was also frightening as hell. 

Many of our meetings were with legislative 
aides to lawmakers commonly considered our 
“friends” — Democrats who usually vote the right 
way on AIDS issues. We were shocked to discover 
that many of them knew little or nothing about 
the religious right-inspired testing bills that 
threaten the basic freedoms of us all, whether or 
not we’re infected with HIV. Some had practically 
no idea of what the state’s AIDS spending pays 
for. 

Our lives depend on these people and they 
don’t have a clue. 

You may have read recently that two of the 
worst bills, which would have mandated reporting 
and contact tracing of HIV-positive people and ac¬ 
tually made it illegal for anyone living with HIV 
to have sex, have been defeated. That’s good news. 
The bad news is that the bills that are left, while 
nearly as dangerous, look appealing on the surface 
and will be harder to stop. 

SB 1239, for example, allows a person’s blood 
to be tested without their consent if a health care 
worker feels they have had “significant exposure” 
to their bodily fluids. Supported by the powerful 
California Medical Association, many legislators 
think it’s a harmless bill designed to protect health 
workers. It sounds so reasonable that it easily 
passed the Senate, so our only chance to stop it is 
in the Assembly. We’d better, because it gives 
doctors, nurses, etc., no real protection at all, while 
undermining the critically important principle that 
no patient should be forced to undergo medical 
procedures or tests without full knowledge and 
consent. 


Then there are AB 2815 and AB 109, allowing 
forced testing of persons accused or convicted of 
sex crimes, and SB 1864, which provides for 
forced testing of anyone who bites, scratches, or 
spits at any school employee. What these bills do 
is chip away at the basic rights of privacy and 
medical confidentiality, leading us toward the 
criminalization of HIV, and they do absolutely 
nothing for crime victims. They also defeat pre¬ 
vention efforts by driving people underground 
who now are able to test anonymously. 

One thing we’ve heard over and over again in 
Sacramento was how rapidly the religious right 
has poured huge amounts of money into lobbying 
and political campaigns, elected several of their 
own to the legislatures, and are reaping influence 
in the state legislature. Their front group, the 
Capitol Resource Institute, is responsible for the 
CMA’s support of SB 1239, and right wing funda¬ 
mentalists have actively supported the forced test¬ 
ing and reporting bills every year they have been 
initiated. 

Let’s not fool ourselves. The fundies don’t give 
a rat’s ass about anyone’s health. They want us in 
camps. They’re trying to chip away at our rights 
piece by piece, and they’re succeeding. Don’t kid 
yourself into thinking that being HIV-negative 
means you are safe. 

By the way, almost everyone we spoke to told 
us they’d heard almost nothing from our commu¬ 
nity about these bills. They’re starting to wonder 
if we don’t care anymore. 

We are running out of time to prove them 
wrong. Call or write your representatives now! It’s 
also important to contact Burt Margolin, Chair of 
the Assembly Health Committee (916) 445-7440, Di¬ 
ane Watson, Chair of the Senate Health Commit¬ 
tee (916) 445-5125, and David Roberti, Chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee (916) 445-8390. If 
you can, joint the LIFE Lobby/S.F. AIDS Founda¬ 
tion Lobby Day on May 16. Both local ACT UP 
chapters are working with a coalition of groups to 
develop other actions that you can join in as well.

Look for Dirt Correction 


Why is it that the gay community is so hell-bent on 
eating its own? 

There are so many non-profit organizations that 
struggle to keep their head above water and it seems 
that a few disgruntled employees and holier-than-thou 
press are determined to bring them down. 

It happened at Open Hand, Shanti, the AIDS Foun¬ 
dation and now PAWS seems to be the focus of your 
wrath. I was willing to accept your article in the April 
14 issue — even though the piece seemed biased be¬ 
cause you never asked the Executive Director or the 
current Board president for their explanation of the 
ex-employees charges. 

But it seems to me that PAWS is willing to speak 
with the public at an open forum and your sensational 
headline on April 21 was unfair. (“PAWS throws the 
public a bone”). And you blatantly editorialized in the 
body of the article (“willing to talk — sort of’). I 
thought journalism was supposed to be objective. 

Why is it that th eB.A.R. always seems to overlook 
the good that AIDS organizations do in a childish 
quest to look for the dirt? Why do the internal poli¬ 
tics of non-profit groups become more important than 
the services they provide? 

I am not suggesting that all organizations are per¬ 
fect. I am suggesting that there are two sides to every 
story and your choice of words seem to present an un¬ 
fair bias without exploring both sides of the issues. 

Please remember that the bords of directors for 
AIDS organizations are volunteers who want to serve 
the community. Hit pieces that quote only disgruntl¬ 
ed employees just serve to create a fear for anyone to 
get involved with any non-profits. 

Please be more aware of the repercussions to the 
AIDS community if these groups close their doors be¬ 
cause of innuendo and an insensitive press.

Ed. Note: It is not PAWS that is the focus of our 
wrath; It is the collapse of services to people disabl¬ 
ed by HIV that enrages us; We were not allowed to ask 
questions for our April 14 piece, a point that was ex¬ 
tensively discussed in the article itself; Both the Ex¬ 
ecutive Director and the Board President were quoted 
in the March 31 article; We do not find the headline 
either sensational or unfair, although there is a case 
to be made that it was precious; the “sort of ’ reference 
was made because PAWS announced a meeting, but 
without providing any specifics about when or where, 
or who would be attending and the New York Times 
used — sort of’ in several dozen headlines to date 
without being accused of a lack of objectivity. 

But while we are on the subject, no, it is not the job 
of the media to turn a blind eye to problems in the 
name of “objectivity.” The B.A.R. did not create the 
crisis at any of the organizations you name, any more 
than it created the accomplishment of frequently 
celebrated groups — The Godfather Service Fund, the 
AIDS Emergency Fund, The Brothers Network, 
Lyon-Martin Clinic, Orchid Mania, Access, Face to 
Face, Coming Home, Ellipse, LYRIC, GAPA, LAVA, 
FISH, BALIF, AAPHR, GLAAD, GLOE, BACW, 
NCLR, etc., etc., etc. — so it does not seem 
unreasonable to report on their activities. Their in¬ 
ternal politics become interesting when, in your own 
words, they become more important than the serv¬ 
ice,(s) they provide; Or in the case of PAWS, don't 
provide. 

Of course, some will always think the media, rather 
than Nixon, damaged the country with Watergate. You 
might. We don’t.

Ms. Pepper, in your last article, you share your ex¬ 
periences as a writer for the B.A.R. You claim that the 
lesbian stereotype is one of a “politically correct,” 
Birkenstock-wearing, potluck-attending lesbian-from- 
hell. You certainly have broken the stereotype I have 
in my head of what a lesbian is and what a woman is. 

I suppose that I have been out of circulation much 
too long, but I did not receive the announcement 
stating that The Cafe was the only women’s bar in the 
Castro. In my visits there, I thought that it was a bar 
for everybody. I saw blacks, whites, Asians, Hispanics, 
men and women. Now you Eire upset that there are too 
many men going there. You are alleging that the 
ownership is “trying to change the clientele by giv¬ 
ing away free drink coupons in the city’s men’s bars 
to bring gay men in and just generally create an at¬ 
mosphere where women feel less welcome.” Further, 
it is your claim that “mixed spaces do not work be¬ 
cause the men always take over.” 

To my knowledge, there are no “men’s bars” in San 
Francisco. There are bars where I believe any woman 
or groups of women are more than welcome to come 
in, sit down, talk, have a few drinks and spend their 
money. 

If The Cafe is full of boys on Fridays, it is because 
the women did not get in the door soon enough. If you 
have grown tired of The Cafe, claim another bar. If 
crowds of women partake in drink at the Detour every 
Tuesday, for example, it could be “women’s night” 
there. Or it could be the Pendulum on Wednesday. 
How about the Jackhammer on Monday? 

I would hate to think that women are so weak and 
so prone to falling into stereotypes of their own inven¬ 
tion or imposed by others. I would hate to think of the 
days in which bars had signs pasted over the doors, 
“Men Only” or “Women Only” because we thought 
that “mixed spaces do not work.” 

We are constantly fighting for tolerance and accep¬ 
tance of who we are, people who love people of the 
same sex. We are fighting for that in the world at large. 
Ms. Pepper, if your attitudes toward integration ex¬ 
tend beyond that space between your ears and into the 
minds of others, I do not think that our struggle will 
be a successful one. Because you cannot even feel c om- 
fortable in a space that is 60 percent men, I do not see 
how you could ask another to work side by side with 
a lesbian or a gay man, live next to such a person, serve 
in the military with such a person or — hang out in 
a bar with such a person. “Mixed spaces do not work.”? 

Mixed spaces can, do and will “work.” It is our re¬ 
sponsibility to see that they do work.

I have gone 
into some of the “men’s bars” in the Castro (yes, I hang 
out with men, even straight men and yes, I’m a dyke) 
and have been treated to rudely by the patrons, I had 
to leave.

The Cafe has always been a place that I 
have felt welcome by the staff and the clientele both; 
but lately, that has not been the case because of some, 
not all of The Cafe’s male patrons. I would just like 
The Cafe to be what their ads claim, which is to be 
“a gathering place for WOMEN ... and a few good 
men.”

The Male Phenomenon 

I too am not thrilled with the male influx at The 
Cafe. I could blast the male community, or the owner 
or the management. On the other hand, I could sing 
their praises. That will not answer the question of why 
this bar seems to be changing. Let’s look at the facts: 

Until the late ’80s, “CSM” was male owned, male 
operated and a male frequented gay bar; The late ’80s 
brought quick, swift death to many bars and many of 
the clientele of those bars (including the “CSM” 
owner; The late ’80s also saw the death of three 
popular women’s bars, including Maud’s; the women 
saw the Castro as a perfect spot to replace their losses; 
1992 saw the exit of the “CSM” female manager and 
the opening was filled by a male; In 1993, two full-time 
bartenders, one male, one female, left. One was replac¬ 
ed by a long-time Castro bartender, a female. The 
other opening was filled by the staff; In 1993, a dance 
permit was approved, making the hottest location in 
the Castro-Market link even hotter. 

Yes, I would like to see more women in the bar. But 
to simplify this issue by saying there is an underly¬ 
ing plot and bad management is unfactual, lazy and 
typical of how the lesbian community often chooses 
to deal with male dominance in this community. If 
The Cafe had been packed with women on those emp¬ 
ty Saturday and Sunday nights, the men would not 
have rediscovered this appealing location. Being a 
regular, I can honestly say there were more dead 
nights and days. Remember, this is a business, not a 
charity. My long-time bartender friends do need to pay 
their rent. 

We know from the facts that there are more women 
than men on the staff, so how does the owner keep 
the men out? Should he bar them or treat them bad¬ 
ly like many men’s bars treat women? I hope not. 

The fact is, the male phenomenon is not due to an 
underlying plot, or bad management. I believe the 
term for it is “free enterprise.” The Cafe is a great 
space, great location and it has a great staff of 
bartenders that attract a following of women and men. 
Men appreciate it as much as women. I don’t want the 
bar to become all men. But short of renting it every 
night myself, I am just going to have to hope that 
women continue to appreciate the space and not be 
intimidated by the rise in the number of men.

No Gay Tax 

With April 15 having just passed, we have to ask our¬ 
selves just how long we are going to continue to pay 
first class taxes for second class citizenship? It’s time 
we fired a warning shot across the bow of our govern¬ 
ment by mounting the biggest tax protest this coun¬ 
try has seen since the Boston Tea Party. 

With the country’s and the world’s attention being 
focused on gay and lesbian issues in June because of 
the Gay Games and the 25th anniversary of Stonewall, 
we have the opportunity to demand our equal rights 
by declaring June “No Gay Taxes” month. We can ac¬ 
complish this so easily that it can’t help but be suc¬ 
cessful. If every gay, lesbian and bisexual person in 
the US, at some time during the month of May, filed 
a revised W-4 form with their employer, raising their 
federal exemption to 10, “No Gay Taxes” would flow 
into the government coffers during the month of June. 
At the end of June, another W-4 could be filed to 
restore taxes to their original amount. But the govern¬ 
ment must be made to clearly understand that, unless 
a federal gay rights bill is passed by the end of this 
year, on January 1, 1995, we will make this tax protest 
permanent until a gay rights bill is passed. 

Over a million people believed enough in gay rights 
to spend their own money to travel to Washington to 
mount the biggest civil rights protest in history. Im¬ 
agine how easy it will be for 2 to 3 million people to 
participate in this tax protest with a few scratches 
from a pen on a W-4 form. 

Money is the only thing our government 
understands. If we tighten the purse strings, it will not 
be able to ignore us anymore. After all, how will the 
privileged ruling class in Washington be able to pay 
for its perks if “those damn faggots” stop paying their 
taxes?

GOP Plots 
Senate Takeover 


C onsidering that the 
political party not i n 
the White House dur¬ 
ing an off-year (non- 
presidential) general election 
usually picks up seats in both 
the Senate and the House; 
and the fact that President 
Clinton’s popularity has gone 
down in some areas of the 
country; the Republican Party 
could win control of the U.S. 
Senate (they’d need to pick 
up seven seats) come this 
November. To be sure, I 
wouldn’t bet the farm on this 
occurring, but clearly, the 
GOP feels this goal is within 
reach and they’ll be shooting 
for the whole ball game. 

While a Republican gain of 
seven seats does appear un¬ 
likely, it’s not out of the ques¬ 
tion, and nobody knows this 
better than Clinton and the 
leadership of the Democratic 
Party. A combination of polit¬ 
ical happenings nationally 
and the unusually large num¬ 
ber of incumbents (including 
Senate Majority Leader 
George Mitchell, D-Maine) re¬ 
tiring is making the Demo¬ 
crats and President Clinton 
increasingly uneasy about this 
fall’s prospects, which might 
include a significant loss of 
seats in the House as well. 

Democrats are realizing 
that they could see a major 
erosion in their working ma¬ 
jority in both the House and 
the Senate. For the president,

whose legislative successes 
have come by the narrowest 
of margins, heavy losses in ei¬ 
ther (or both) the House or 
the Senate would make his 
job much more difficult. 

Most analysts, Democrats 
as well as Republicans, will 
tell you they expect the GOP 
to snag four or five (and 
maybe more) new Senate 
seats, making A1 Gore’s tie¬ 
breaker vote even more im¬ 
portant to the Clinton admin¬ 
istration. And why do most 
observers believe that the Re¬ 
publicans will fare well? The 
biggest reason is pure mathe¬ 
matics: Democrats now hold 
far more Senate and House 
seats up for election where an 
incumbent is retiring than Re¬ 
publicans. (They also current¬ 
ly hold an 80-vote majority in 
the House, and even top 
Democratic Party operatives 
will privately tell you that 
they could easily lose 30 of 
those seats to the GOP be¬ 


cause many voters in an off- 
year election will purposeful¬ 
ly ignore party labels in the 
hopes of giving the sitting 
president a wake-up call over 
whatever it is they are unhap¬ 
py about. Or as one GOP 
leader put it this week: “The 
midterm election is basically 
an opportunity for voters to 
either force the president to 
change his policy or help him 
see the policy adopted.”) 

The numbers break down 
as follows: In the House, 27 of 
46 retiring lawmakers are 
Democrats, and there will 
likely be more. In the Senate, 
Democrats have 21 seats at 
stake, including five open by 
retirement; the Republicans 
have only 13, with retirees ac¬ 
counting for three. 

Seven currently Democrat¬ 
ic Senate seats are considered 
highly vulnerable; in five of 
them the incumbent is retir¬ 
ing. More than half the retir¬ 
ing Democrats had very close 
races two years ago, meaning 
they are abandoning highly 
competitive districts. And 
while the Democrats are busy 
speculating who among them 
will be the next Senate major¬ 
ity leader, they don’t even 
want to consider that — give 
or take seven seats — it could 
be that fiercely partisan Re¬ 
publican, Bob Dole of Kansas. 

Democratic National Chair¬ 
person David Wilhelm con¬ 
cedes that his party is fighting 
a historical tide with losses 
expected in both the Senate 
and the House: “The stakes 
are very, very large. The his¬ 
torical averages in midterm 
are losses we cannot afford.” 
Interestingly, the one state 
where the GOP reportedly 
feels it cannot make inroads 
in is California, where Sena¬ 
tor Feinstein appears headed 
for a big re-election win and 
where Democrats might actu¬ 
ally gain a House seat from 
the Republicans.

Those watching the Cali¬ 
fornia House delegation in 
D.C. say that one of the real 
surprises of the last election 
has to be Representative 
Lynn Woolsey, the new con¬ 
gresswoman from Marin 
County. Basically elected by 
default (her popular GOP op¬ 
ponent became terminally ill 
during the campaign), Wool¬ 
sey has won high marks from 
her colleagues and is one of 
the hardest-working members 
of the California delegation. 
By all estimates she deserves 
another term this November.

The Lines are Drawn 
In Multiculturalism—Maybe

I n search of that bitter¬ 
sweet kernel of inspira¬ 
tion borne of positive 
confrontation, I attended 
a,conference last week enti¬ 
tled “Bounders Writing Multi¬ 
culturalism: A Conference.” 

The event, which lasted 
Friday through Saturday 
night, was planned and pre¬ 
sented by The New College 
Poetics Program and the Be¬ 
fore Columbus Foundation. 
The proposed panel discus¬ 
sions were to be about ‘“dif¬ 
ferent” communities pressed 
against the barriers of class, 
color, gender, and sexual ori¬ 
entation in America, and how 
we as writers are “bounders” 
because we draw the lines 
and jump over them. The 
head of New College Poetics 
program, who coined the 
term “lines” in this context, 
tried to include queers and 
people of color in the line 
drawing, thus ignoring the 
issues of race and class and 
heterosexism that plague this 
country. 

The topic seemed heady, if 
unclear: as if other people 
can’t be bounders; as if queer 
writers and writers of color 
have the power to draw the 
lines for this society and then 
jump over them. Would we 
even draw lines? Aren’t those 
lines that define our boxes a 
part of the problem? If we did

draw the lines, why would we 
want to jump over them? Are 
we responsible for creating 
those lines too? Hopscotch 
anyone? Anyway. (I digress.) 

The weekend opened on 
Friday night, with a reading I 
was unable to attend. The 
next day there were three 
panels and a second reading, 
all of which I planned to at¬ 
tend. 

The conference was not 
well publicized. In fact, New 
College students, of which I 
am one, were not notified of 
the conference until the 
Wednesday before the event 
was to take place. The out¬ 
reach to the public was also 
way too little, way too late. 

On the grey morning of 
the conference, I dragged my 
body — thrashed by being way 
too busy for way too long — 
out of the warm folds of my 
featherbed by imagining coa¬ 
lescing with people who were 
committed to social change 
(for real I mean). The core fac¬ 
ulty of the poetics program is 
composed entirely of white 
professors, but because of the 
participation of the Before 
Columbus Foundation, which 
began working on multicul¬ 
turalism in literature in 1976, 

I had not yet given up hope. 
As you can probably guess, I 
was disappointed. 

The auditorium was 
sparsely populated with New 
College students and faculty. 
There were few people of col¬ 
or other than the panelists, 
and we all seemed to be shak¬ 
ing our heads at the situation 
that would inevitably follow. 

The description in the pro¬ 
gram for the the first panel, 
which was called “The Multi¬ 
cultural Self,” spoke of the 
“issues” of “vertical multicul¬ 
turalism” (I still haven’t quite 


figured out what this means) 
and the “hybrid self.” This 
second phrase sat oddly with 
me. It didn’t seem like some¬ 
thing with which I wanted to 
share my chair, let alone de¬ 
fine myself. 

Apparently, one of the pan¬ 
elists, Jewelle Gomez, had a 
similar reaction. “I am not a 
plant,” she said when it was 
her turn to speak. “The word 
hybrid, to me, implies some¬ 
thing unnatural and scientif¬ 
ic.” As if we are specimens 
carefully spliced together in 
someone’s fit of scientific ge¬ 
nius in a laboratory some¬ 
where completing years of re¬ 
search and experimentation. 

After our brief tenure as 
subjects at a science fair, we 
heard about the treatment of 
Italian-Americans in World

War II. Now, the plight that 
these people suffered was in¬ 
deed a terrible one, but the 
man who brought this up 
seemed to be either defining 
himself as “other” and sepa¬ 
rating himself from dominant 
culture — thus absolving him 
of responsibility and making 
his privilege as a white ethnic 
hybrid of culture okay — or 
implying that racism is actual¬ 
ly xenophobia and not a ha¬ 
tred based on the color of 
skin. How is it, then, that Ital¬ 
ian-Americans, Irish-Ameri- 
cans, and other “white ethnic” 
groups have crossed the line 
into white American, while 
people of color (whether we 
called ourselves “ethnic” or 
not) have remained other? 
(Not that this line is one that 
I ever want to cross.) 

Don’t get me wrong. I’m 


not saying that that man, or 
any other person, can’t talk 
about his ethnic heritage. But 
considering that one of the 
questions to be addressed by 
the panel (at least, according 
to the program book) was 
“How can we fully acknowl¬ 
edge our complexity, accept 
all our parts — including the 
parts that derive from the 
dominant culture — without 
betraying ourselves political¬ 
ly,” I am saying that his giv¬ 
ing the audience a treatise 
about his genetic history was 
an excellent example of how 
not to acknowledge our com¬ 
plexity and accept our parts 
without betraying ourselves 
politically. 

The time allotted for the 
panel elapsed after three peo¬ 
ple asked questions, or rather 
made comments in the form 
of questions, prefaced by 
lengthy descriptions of their 
genetic histories, thus also dis¬ 
tinguishing themselves from 
dominant culture. One wom¬ 
an of color asked a question 
before the head of the poet¬ 
ics program ended the discus¬ 
sion. 

The second panel went 
much the same way: the pan¬ 
elists introduced juicy topics— 
ripe for discussion — that, for 
the most part, were dropped 
and left by the wayside by au¬ 
dience members in their 
haste to establish their genet¬ 
ic qualifications for “other- 
hood.” 

By the end of the second 
panel, titled “Multicultural¬ 
ism: Framer or Framed,” sev¬ 
eral of the people of color in 
the audience had left. I soon 
followed them, skipping out 
on the third panel and the 
evening readings. I couldn’t 
take anymore. 

As a black woman who 
loves women, I am commit¬ 
ted to social change and the 
discussions, struggles, and 
bridge-building that are neces¬ 
sary to make it happen. This 
dialogue around Multicultur¬ 
alism seems to be the hot is¬ 
sue in left movements, includ¬ 
ing the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender movements 
these days. I hope that in the 
future the dialogue will be a 
dialogue, instead of a “white 
ethnic” binge and purge. ▼

really exciting, high class af¬ 
fair,” Lee told the B.A.R. “It 
was a church, but it wasn’t 
church-y. It was a huge build¬ 
ing with underground park¬ 
ing and a gorgeous buffet 
with pictures of the nominees 
on the walls. They even 
brought us roses,” she said. 

Like her fellow awardees, 
Lee has lived a number of 
lives and is delighted at 
where she is today. “You 
know, I don’t hang out in bars 
anymore since I got clean and 
sober (it’s been 12 years), so it 
was real impressive to look 
out at that audience and see 
four or five hundred of those 
older lesbians — they were gor¬ 
geous.” It was a long way from 
the mental institution in which 
her mother committed the 17- 
year-old Nancy when she 
came out as a lesbian. Later, 
Nancy dated showgirls and 
strippers and wore a crew cut 
and men’s clothes — and still 
later, in 1965, became a moth¬ 
er to Jason, now 28, who is get¬ 
ting married in July. Jason is

working on his Masters degree 
and designs computer systems 
for the U.S. Department of 
Energy. “He’s a great person, 
I’m so proud of him. I wanted 
to have a kid. But things had 
to change, I couldn’t live in a 
strictly lesbian world then, 
you can’t do that when you’re 
a single parent.” 

Lee contends that her life 
has become sweeter as she’s 
become older. “Imagine, they 
honored me for being a les¬ 
bian — that’s a long way from 
when they used to arrest me 
for it.” Formerly a barber, a 
professional cook, a dental lab 
technician, and holder of a de¬ 
gree in horticulture, Lee now 
has her own business which 
contracts with business own¬ 
ers to sweep the streets in 
front of their shops. “I do that 
for two days a week, and then 
I can spend my time painting, 
birdwatching, and going to 
school — I’m never going to get 
rich but I’m enjoying living 
my life,” Lee says. 

She is open to having a re¬ 
lationship, but speaks of her 
“spiritual path,” and is interest¬ 
ed in friendships with other 
artists and birdwatchers. 
“They can be gay or straight; 
since I quit drinking the qual¬ 


ity of my friends has im¬ 
proved,” she laughs. Lee was 
nominated for the award by 
the local bank in Guerneville, 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
and the local senior center. 

Adleman, in a telephone 
message, told the B.A.R. she 
was elated and exhausted and 
had a marvelous time at the 
award ceremony. She, too, ex¬ 
perienced many incarnations, 
as she went to secretarial 
school, became a teacher, tried 
to become the world’s 
youngest novelist, and have a 
family. She was 53 when she 
decided on an epiphany for 
her life and came west to San 
Francisco. It was here that she 
bloomed, finally coming “all 
the way out” at age 60. She is 
co-editor of Racism in the 
Lives of Women: Testimony, 
Theory and Guides to Anti- 
Racist Action. 

At age 17, Gilbert “took 
over a man’s role,” and upon 
the death of her father she ran 
his locksmith business to sup¬ 
port her mother and younger 
sister. Gilbert says she was the 
only woman in the country, 
and probably the world, who 
was a full service locksmith at 
the time. “I wasn’t standing be¬ 
hind a counter somewhere 
making keys, I was opening 
safes and doing all sorts of out¬ 
side jobs.” 

Gilbert speaks of her Christ¬ 
ian mother, who, at 93 years 
of age “still talks about how 
God doesn’t like gays and 
‘bull-daggers.’” But when she 
was little, Gilbert remembers 
her mother having an after- 
hours restaurant, replete with 
a one-legged piano player 
named “Peg,” and a restaurant 
following of laundry workers— 
most of them lesbians. “My 
mother never let on that she 
knew anything. If she didn’t 
acknowledge it then it didn’t 
exist,” she says. Gilbert, too, 
had a child, a son, the result of 
a rape by a family friend. 
“Isn’t it always the old, trusted 
friend?” she asks. “I was so re¬ 
moved from even the idea of 
men that I didn’t even realize 
I was pregnant until it was 
overwhelmingly obvious. By 
that time, I was 28 and I had 
finally come out because I met 
the woman of my dreams. We 
could barely take care of our¬ 
selves in those days. We tried 
to think of solutions, but in the 
end I went away and had the 
baby and decided he should 
have some advantages in life.” 
The child was adopted by a 
teacher and her doctor hus¬ 
band in Evanston, Illinois. 

At one point, while she 
worked at other jobs, Gilbert 
was an ordained Pentecostal 
minister. She finally gave it 


up, disillusioned by the impla¬ 
cable, unswerving hatred of 
gays that was preached over 
and over. She worked as a 
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banker for 25 years when, at 
age 57, she left Chicago in 
1989 to join her then-lover Dr. 
S. Dianne Bogus in Santa 
Clara. 

Although she claims to be 
retired, Gilbert works as a cus¬ 
tomer service representative 
for a Lockheed-owned parking 
ticket advocacy firm, and as a 
wedding coordinator for the 
First Unitarian Church in San 
Jose. She is still involved in 
the publishing company she 
and Bogus started, Women of 
the Moon Press, and is the 
namesake for the T. Nelson 
Gilbert Poetry Prize awarded 
each year. 

Although she and Bogus 
are no longer together — “It’s 
been six months and it’s still 
difficult” — Gilbert, now a Bud¬ 
dhist, feels that she has been 
Bogus’ spiritual mentor and 
that Bogus, an English Litera¬ 
ture professor at De Anza Col¬ 
lege, “taught me the ways of 
the world.” Occasionally she 
thinks about what would hap¬ 
pen to her life if her son were 
to seek her out. “Let’s see, 
he’d be married and have a 
few children by now. I don’t 
know if I’m ready for that — to 
be a grandmother at 61. I’m 
still in the process of discover¬ 
ing myself — I’m relatively new 
at that.” 

The Old Dykes are busy 
women, grabbing at life with 
both hands, on great, adven¬ 
turous journeys, spiritual paths 
and self-discoveries - reveling 
in the rich tapestries of their 
lives. Pat Bond, a woman who 
reinvented herself regularly, 
would have been proud. ▼

S he’s baaaack! Advice col¬ 
umnist Ann Landers has 
again dished up some in¬ 
credibly stupid “advice.” 
In the April 6 column, a 
reader wrote: “When I was 13, 

I wrote to you about my ro¬ 
mantic feelings towards other 
girls my age ... You said that I 
shouldn’t be concerned, that 
my feelings were part of a 
phase I was going through and 
that those feelings would 
pass.” 

The writer went on to ex¬ 
plain that she was — and is — a 
lesbian who, after struggling 
with unnecessary doubt and 
guilt, is now living as a happy, 
healthy 40-year-old.

I appreciate your writ¬ 
ing, however, and am pleased 
that your view your life as a 
positive adventure and are en¬ 
joying the journey. The 
‘itinerary,’ you know, was es¬ 
tablished when you were 
born.” 

Write to Ann and ask her 
how old she was before she 
was certain she wasn’t a les¬ 
bian. And, ask her if she 
would ever consider telling a 
13-year-old that he or she may 
be heterosexual.

The April 8 episode of 
CNN’s Crossfire pitted Con- 
gressperson Robert Dornan 
(R-CA) against actor Alec Bald¬ 
win in a discussion of “Art 
Wars.” Dornan attacked Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Art’s (NEA) support for San 
Francisco International Les¬ 
bian & Gay Film Festival, and 
whined that the NEA was 
“never going to fund a hetero¬ 
sexual pornographic film festi¬ 
val, so why do they fund ho¬ 
mosexual film festivals?” The 
hyper-phobic congressman 
also argued that the S. F. Film 
Festival fostered “tolerance of 
sadism and masochism.” 
(Meanwhile Dornan himself 
has no problem with fostering 
hate, intolerance, and gay¬ 
bashing). 

Asserting that lesbian/gay 
film festivals are important fo¬ 
rums for promoting awareness 
and social justice, Baldwin 
adroitly countered Dornan’s 
hysteria. Dornan dimly replied 
that Baldwin had “obviously 
not been to the San Francisco 
Festival.” According to Festi¬ 
val organizers, Dornan himself 
has yet to buy a ticket.

Responses 
included a note from Senator 
Parer of Queensland, who 
wrote: “What I object to is a 
campaign to foist those de¬ 
viant practices on the vast ma¬ 
jority of normal people. That 
objection is strengthened when 
the taxpayers’ own broadcast 
network, the ABC, becomes 
involved in activities that den¬ 
igrate true family values.” 

Whether it’s Helms, Dor¬ 
nan, or Parer, the unfortunate 
rhetoric of hate is the same 
around the world.

ROTC Kicked Off Sacto Campus

SACRAMENTO - CSU 
Sacramento’s President, Dr. 
Donald Girth, delivered on a 
long-awaited promise last 
week as he announced the 
phasing-out of the 200-student 
Reserve Officers Training 
Corps (ROTC) program on 
the CSU campus. 

In February 1992, in re¬ 
sponse to a recommendation 
by the University’s Academic 
Senate, Girth had promised 
an “orderly phase-out” of the 
Army and Air Force pro¬ 
grams if the United States 
Department of Defense policy 
of discrimination based on 
sexual orientation remained 
unchanged. 

Girth’s action seemed to 
take ROTC instructors by 
surprise, as they expressed 
hurt and anguish over the 
phase-out during post-an¬ 
nouncement interviews. In 
fact, instructors have been 
busily making presentations 
to groups like the N.A.A.C.P. 
and Latino organizations 
promising scholarships, tu¬ 
ition, books, and fees to mi¬ 
nority applicants in a blatant 
bid to pit minority students 
against gays. 

In his statement Girth ob¬ 
served that in February of 
1993 he wrote a memoran¬ 
dum to the campus communi¬ 
ty, noting that the Air Force 
had announced a decision 
that the practice of asking the 
sexual orientation of ROTC 
applicants would be discontin¬ 
ued. “Based on this alteration 
in Air Force practice, I as¬ 
sumed the matter was in the 
process of being settled, and 
that the University would be 
able to retain its ROTC pro¬ 
grams. Monitoring of events 
over the past 14 months has 
provoked the need to again 


revisit the issue,” Girth said. 

Some ROTC Cadets tried 
to challenge Girth at the press 
conference, but he was quite 
clear that as long as some stu¬ 
dents are being discriminated 
against, which is contrary to

CSUS policy, he will termi¬ 
nate the program. Girth indi¬ 
cated that as soon as the dis¬ 
crimination stops he would 
be happy to reinstate the pro¬ 
gram. 

Girth reassured the 200 
students enrolled in the pre¬ 
sent program that the pro¬ 
gram would be maintained 
until all enrolled students 
complete their studies. Stu¬ 
dents under ROTC consider¬ 
ation for the fall of 1994 who 
are admitted will also be able 
to complete their programs. 
However, no new students 
will be accepted for the 
spring term of 1995. 

CSU Sacramento Director 
of Student Activities Louis 


Camera, an openly gay man 
who is also National Execu¬ 
tive Director of the gay frater¬ 
nity Delta Lambda Phi, sup¬ 
ports Girth’s decision. Cam¬ 
era was furious at what he 
termed “doublespeak” in a let¬ 
ter Girth made public from 
Undersecretary of Defense, 
Robert M. Alexander. 

“In one breath he says that 
sexual orientation is a person¬ 
al and private matter and is 
not a bar to service entry or 
continued service unless man¬ 
ifested by homosexual con¬ 
duct,” Camera said. “In the 
rest of his letter he talks 
about discharging people 
based on ‘credible informa¬ 
tion of alleged homosexual 
conduct’ and that if the 
applicant merely makes a 
statement that he or she is ho¬ 
mosexual or bisexual ‘or 
words to that effect’ the appli¬ 
cant will be notified that he 
or she is disqualified. 

“A statement of an allega¬ 
tion is a long way from ‘man¬ 
ifested homosexual conduct,”’ 
he said. 

Camera was also outraged 
at the attempt to use minority 
students to attack the non-dis¬ 
crimination policy. “It’s plain 
cruel to try to twist minority 
students this way. The one 
thing the Department of De¬ 
fense isn’t saying is that they 
do discriminate against mi¬ 
norities. They weren’t out 
there beating the recruitment 
drums in minority communi¬ 
ties all that much before, and 
if a student is black and gay 
or Asian or Latino and gay, 
or Native American and gay, 
they’re not going to get a 
scholarship, plain and sim¬ 
ple.” 

ROTC instructors and stu¬ 
dents reportedly intend to ap¬ 
peal Girth’s decision to the 
Academic Senate when it 
meets next month. ▼ 


State Bill To Reign In 
Fundies Stalls in Sacto

SACRAMENTO - A mea¬ 
sure designed to prevent anti¬ 
abortion protesters from in¬ 
timidating the children of 
health care workers has 
stalled in a state assembly 
committee. 

Assemblyman Tom Um- 
berg, D-Garden Grove, agreed 
to delay a vote on his bill to 
work with opponents, who 
said the language was too 
vague. 

The bill would make it a 
misdemeanor aqyone to in¬ 
timidate or harass children of 
health care workers and is 
aimed at anti-abortion groups 
that have targeted the sons 
and daughters of medical per¬ 
sonnel who perform abor¬ 
tions. 

Violators would face a 
year in jail and a $1,000 fine 
on the first offense. A second 
offense could be charged as a 
felony that could result in up 
to four years in state prison 
and a $10,000 fine. 

Umberg, Democratic can¬ 
didate for attorney general, 
said the provisions were nec¬ 
essary to protect kids. 

“There is no First Amend¬ 
ment right to intimidate chil¬ 
dren,” Umberg said. 


The bill found bipartisan 
opposition in the Assembly 
Public Safety Committee. 

Assemblywoman Paula 
Boland, R-Granada Hills, crit¬ 
icized the measure and said 
the vague wording could be 
used to entrap anti-abortion 
demonstrators who may have 
no idea they are around chil¬ 
dren of health care workers. 

Assemblyman Phil Isen- 
berg, D-Sacramento, said he 
agreed with the purpose of 
the measure, but said it was

poorly drafted and needed to 
be reworked. 

“This building is full of

laws,” Isenberg said. “And 
this happens, to be poorly 
written.” 

Isenberg questioned why 
the focus was placed on 
health care workers when the 
children of other workers, 
such as police officers, can 
also be targets of harassment. 

At Isenberg’s request, Um¬ 
berg agreed to delay a vote 
on the bill for a week so he 
could work on amendments 
that could secure its passage. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union also opposed the 
measure. 

Umberg said anti-abortion 
groups should not intimidate 
children. In one case, Umberg 
said the seven-year-old son of 
a doctor was confronted by 
demonstrators at his school 
carrying signs that read 
“Joshua’s Daddy Kills Ba¬ 
bies.” The assemblyman said 
similar tactics have been used 
by anti-abortion foes. T

Gays and Carnaval: Start Celebrating No 1

Spectators at this year’s 
May 29 Carnaval celebration 
and parade down Mission 
Street are invited to look for 
the Birds of Paradise, an es¬ 
pecially colorful contingent 
that will celebrate its fifth an¬ 
niversary at the march that 
Sunday afternoon — or even 
consider joining the group in 
its joyous revelry. 

That invitation comes 
from Alex Saporetti, organiz¬ 
er of the award-winning 
Brazilian contingent in the 
Carnaval, which will be held 
the weekend of May 27-29, 
with the parade taking place 
the last Sunday in May. 

At last year’s parade, 
which had an undersea 
theme, the Brazilian group 
won two awards in design 
and visual presentation. 

Saporetti has been making 
costumes for years. Some of 
his favorite headpieces and 
designs now adorn his Po- 
trero Hill home, where the 
Birds of Paradise hold their 
weekly meetings. 


In his workshop/museum 
of elaborate headpieces and 
fabrics, near his sewing ma-

chine, drawers are filled with 
beads, buttons, and even 
strips of tiny cut mirrors. 
When attached to a costume, 
they brilliantly reflect sun or 
stage lights. 

“We recycle some of the 
costumes,” Saporetti said, not¬ 
ing that the shapes can be 
reused, and the intricate head- 
pieces sometimes need only 
new colors and feathers to fit 
the new color theme. (This 
year’s colors are the distinc¬ 
tive green and yellow of the 
Brazilian flag.) 

“Some people make their 
own costumes to match the 
designs,” he said, while “oth¬ 


match the theme and the col¬ 
or. Generally it’s under our 
supervision, because we want 
to make sure they have the 
right look. 

“We really tried last year 
and it worked. We won first 
prize in costume and second 
for visual.” They received tro¬ 
phies, but no cash prizes. 

“We’re actually trying to 
change that,” Saporetti said. 
“A group of Carnaval per¬ 
formers are putting pressure 
on the organizers to change 
the way they treat the per¬ 
formers, to try to get other 
things than trophies for our 
efforts.” 

Saporetti invests much 
more than the considerable 
cost of creating and construct¬ 
ing such elaborate costumes. 
He also invests enormous 
time in what is a year-round 
job. When he isn’t doing the 
work on one costume or an¬ 
other, he’s often found help¬ 
ing others to create their own. 

“I’m gonna be teaching 
workshops for a group of 
kids,” he told the B.A.R., “be¬ 
cause I don’t have the time to 
go and make their costumes.” 

Gay and straight together 

And while Saporetti is 
openly gay, the Birds of Par¬ 
adise are of several different 
feathers: many of the dancers 
are heterosexuals with fami¬ 
lies — although Carnaval is 
such a flamboyant celebration 


they are always just as shiny 
and colorful as their gay com¬ 
patriots. Gays and straights 
get along fine, as is fitting for 
a “party of the people.” 

To the Birds of Paradise, 
Carnaval is already such a 
gay event that to segregate a 
gay group would be ridicu¬ 
lous. “It’s been such a gay fes¬ 
tival all over the world,” 
Saporetti said, unlike some 
more fractious parades like 
St. Patrick’s Day, where pa¬ 
rade organizers in Boston and 
New York literally made a 
federal case out of their ho¬ 
mophobia. In contrast to that 
kind of narrow thinking, 
“what we would like to see is 
more of the gay community 
here participate,” he said. 
And indeed for most of the 
community, it would be 
tough to resist an invitation to 
play dress-up in such fabulous 
gear. 

Gearing up 

The first step in making 
that fabulous — and incredi¬ 
bly time-consuming — gear is 
to make structural spines for 
the head and shoulder pieces 
from wire, after which a thick 
fabric base is sewn and glued 
around it. Elaborate fabrics, 
feathers, beads, and rhine¬ 
stones are then attached in 
various patterns. Some parts, 
like the scaly beads used for 
last year’s undersea theme, 
are shipped in from Brazil, 
the only place where some of

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the more exotic fabrics are 
available. 

“I stopped counting my 
hours a long time ago,” said 
the tireless costumer. “It’s so 
unrealistic to think what 
something like this would 
cost,” he said while showing a 
plumed red bird headpiece. “I 
want that person to have that 
costume, and I want to make 
it a reasonable price.” One 
could even say the artist cuts 
himself short because of his 
love for Carnival. 

Saporetti also designs cos¬ 
tumes year round for the 
Brazilian community, for Gay 
Freedom Day, and for profes¬ 
sional performers, like his 
housemate and collaborator 
Ivon Pandolfi, who used to 
perform weekly in night clubs, 
but grew to dislike the lack of 
spontaneity in club perform¬ 
ing. 

Pandolfi and Saporetti are 
kept busy enough getting the 
group together. The float is 
constructed by a hired compa¬ 
ny, based on designs by Sap¬ 
oretti; he hopes its costs will 
be covered by donations. The 
Birds hope to hold several 
benefit parties before then, 
one of which is planned for 
Saturday, May 14, at the Canti¬ 
na Border, 1192 Folsom at 8th 
Street, from 9pm to 2am. A 
donation of $5 or more is re¬ 
quested. Music, dancing, and 
performances by Birds of Par¬ 
adise members will be includ- 
ed. 

Anyone who is interested 
in marching with the Birds of 
Paradise should attend the 
meetings each Sunday, where 
they can pick out designs in 
men’s or women’s styles. What 
better way to celebrate Car- 
naval than to march in match¬ 
ing costumes with your best 
friends, lover, or date? 

Weekly classes in samba 
are also offered, since al¬ 
though the group stresses indi¬ 
viduality, they like to show 
more choreographic unity 
when approaching the judges 
stand. 

However, Saporetti said he 
doesn’t desire an army of 
feathered foot soldiers all 
parading in unison, like other 
groups — specifically, he said, 
some Bolivian contingents. 
“We encourage more of a self- 
expression kind of perfor¬ 
mance, making eye contact 
with the audience: more than 
just counting out the time, be¬ 
cause then you lose your spon¬ 
taneity. 

“Hopefully we can get 
groups of people wearing the 
same costume.” Rentals range 
from $40 to $150. Potential 
revellers should provide their 
own shoes, which should be 
comfortable, yet paintable, to 
make them match the cos¬ 
tumes. 

Despite the potential for ex¬ 
haustion from marching on 
the hard streets, Saporetti 
loves the day’s festivities. “It’s 
such an exchange of energy, 
for me, that’s what keeps me 
going. It’s fun.” 

As the group watched 
videos of last year’s parade, 
Pandolfi said that he likes 
“dancing in the streets, even 
though it hurts my feet after¬ 
ward, but it’s worth it.” 

“You have to wear comfort¬ 
able shoes,” Saporetti said, 
adding that the discomfort of 
marching is forgotten by the 
“natural high” of dancing and 
enjoying the applause and re¬ 
action of crowds. 

One of the women mem¬ 
bers added, “but a little tequila 
helps.” ▼

Historical 
Notes on 
Carnaval 

riginally a pa- 

O gan celebration 
of spring in 
pre-Christian 
Europe, Carna¬ 
val rites included elaborate 
costumes in the likeness 
of vegetables and flowers. 
Revelers celebrated fertil¬ 
ity, prompted by the end 
of winter and the return of 
spring — and food. It was 
very important for them as 
a ceremony. 

Oppressive attempts by 
the Church of Rome to get 
rid of Carnaval were un¬ 
successful, so it was in¬ 
corporated into the Church 
calender, ostensibly tied to 
the death and resurrection 
of Christ. Freed of religious 
opprobrium, the celebra¬ 
tion spread. Today, almost 
all European countries 
have some kind of annual 
Carnaval. 

European colonists took 
Carnaval with them to 
South and Central America 
and introduced it to the in¬ 
digenous peoples there. It 
has taken different forms 
in different places in the 
New World, with none 
better-known than Rio de 
Janiero's gigantic parade 
along the famous Co pa ca¬ 
bana, which hundreds of 
thousands of people at¬ 
tend every year. 

And every year the 
competition among the 
country's VIPs for choice 
seats in the reviewing 
stands on the Avenida 
Apoteife gets more com¬ 
petitive. What used to be a 
"party of the people" has 
turned into a highly politi¬ 
cal and corporate affair. 

Even so, it retains its 
sexy — and violent — flavor. 
The sexiness was obvious 
at the most recent Rio Car¬ 
naval. The President of 
Brazil was involved in a 
scandal when he picked up 
a young woman from 
among the costumed cele¬ 
brants. News photogra¬ 
phers jumped at the 
chance to photograph the 
scantily-clad young wom¬ 
an, who wore no under¬ 
wear. Yet the unmarried 
president was able to de¬ 
flect criticism and win pub¬ 
lic support by displaying 
his virility. 

The violence (and 
drunken recklessness) 
have led to the discovery 
after recent parades of 
about 150 dead bodies a 
year. Even so, Ivon Pandolfi 
shrugs off the gruesome 
statistic. 

"It's better to die at a 
party than to die in a war 
for nothing," he says. 

"A lot of people are very 
poor, they work hard all 
year round for Carnival," 
says Clay Dearaujo, a pop¬ 
ular Brazilian-born San 
Francisco gay DJ. "That's 
the one day they are in 
their glory," he explained. 
"They become somebody. 

"There is a story of an 
old woman whose dream 
was to die on the Avenue," 
said. "She was all done up, 
looking gorgeous, and she 
died of a heart attack. She 
got her wish, looking like a 
queen." ▼

California GOP Exec Director Joins Log Cabin Club

After suffering several 
years of open hostility, Los 
Angeles gay Republicans 
were overjoyed when Bob 
Carpenter, executive director 
of the California Republican 
Party, agreed to address the 
April 25 meeting of their Log 
Cabin Club. They were even 
more ecstatic when Carpenter 
asked them to help him take 
the party back from the ultra¬ 
conservatives. To Drove his 
point, Carpenter and his wife 
Pat Giardina-Carpenter, the 


state party finance director, 
joined the club. 

The dinner meeting at 
Luna Park in West Holly¬ 
wood was an opportunity for 
Republican candidates to ad¬ 
dress the club. Jim Conran, 
candidate for Insurance Com¬ 
missioner, was particularly 
well-received because of his 
strong connections with Log 
Cabin members Frank Ric- 
ciazzi and Marty Keller, who 
worked for him at the state 
Department of Consumer Af¬ 
fairs. 

But it was Carpenter who

and leave your name and telephone number. 
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stole the evening, starting off 
by saying it was “a privilege 
and honor” to speak before 
the approximately 50 club 
members in attendance. He 
then set the tone for his non- 
scripted remarks by acknowl¬ 
edging former Party Treasur¬ 
er Bill Hawkins, who was 
also present, and saying: 
“Probably one of the worst 
things that our party ever did 
was to elect Jim Diggens Vice 
Chair and not Bill. I’m con¬ 
vinced that the party would 
not have taken the turn that it 
took in the last four years had 
Bill been part of the leader¬ 
ship.” 

Carpenter said the party’s 
ultra-right wing swing “really 
hit home” when he and his 
wife attended the recent Col¬ 
lege Republican Convention 
in Sacramento, “spendingthat 
weekend with probably the 
most intolerant people that 
I’ve ever spent time with. 
...[They were] the right and 
the further right.” The group 
of about 250-300 college-age 
Republicans, whose purpose 
Carpenter believed was to 
register Republicans, wound 
up discussing candidate en¬ 
dorsements based on whether 
or not a candidate was “con¬ 
servative enough” to be en¬ 
dorsed. 

When a motion was made 
to endorse former state As¬ 
sembly moderate leader Bill 
Jones for Secretary of State, 
Carpenter said, “One gentle¬ 
man stood up and said: ‘We 
can’t do that because he’s not 
conservative enough.’ ... The 
maker of the motion pointed 
out that Bill was the only Re¬ 
publican candidate for Secre¬ 
tary of State so they should 
endorse him.” 

A short time later, on a 
move to endorse Ken Mad- 
dy’s re-election, the same 
young Republican said: 
‘“Well, Ken Maddy’s a moder¬ 
ate. We definitely can’t en¬ 
dorse him.’ The maker of the 
motion again pointed out that 
Ken was the only Republican 
running, he was the leader of 
the Assembly, and it would 
be a good idea for the College 
Republicans to be behind the 
Senate Republican leader,” 
Carpenter said, who also hap¬ 
pened to be unopposed in his 
race. 

“It struck me at that very 
moment and then throughout 
the course of the rest of the 
weekend that we have ap¬ 
plied a litmus test to what it 
means to be a Republican,” 
Carpenter said, based on a 
particular conservative posi¬ 
tion. “And unfortunately, the 
people who are the leaders at 
this point are the Jim Diggens 
and the Bill Dannemeyers 
and others. We we have creat¬ 
ed a Republican Party that is 
probably intolerant of anyone 
other than themselves — and 
quite frankly it scares the hell 
out of me.” 

Carpenter said he became 
a Republican about 20 years 
ago because he believed in 
less government, lower taxes, 
and in what the Republican 
Party at that point stood for. 
“We’ve moved so far away 
from that.” 

He then produced a party 
card entitled, “I’m a Republi¬ 
can because...” Nowhere, he 
observed, among the eight 
points listed “does it say ‘I’m 
a Republican because I’m 
straight. I’m a Republican be¬ 
cause I don’t believe in alter¬ 
native lifestyles.’ We’ve got to 
get away from the intolerance 
that our party has become,” 
Carpenter said to much ap¬ 
plause.

“Some of you are probably 
saying ‘God, he’s the E.D. [ex¬ 
ecutive director} and he’s rip¬ 
ping apart the party,” Carpen- 
' ter said, noting he was hired 
for the job because of his con¬ 
tinuous involvement with the 
Party. “[But] I believe in the 
Big Tent. I worked with Lee 
Atwater, among others. And I 
want to see our party return 
to the point where we can be¬ 
come the majority party be¬ 
cause we are open enough to 
accept other people’s views 
and lifestyles — that we can 
move forward as a party that 
believes in less government, 
that believes in lower taxes, 
that is tough on crime and 
we’re not so hung up on the 
philosophical differences that 
divide us.” 

Carpenter said he has “al¬ 
ways been a big admirer of 
the Log Cabin Club across 
the state — in particular Frank 
[Ricciazzi] and Marty Keller 
and Chris Bowman and oth¬ 
ers,” because they’ve had “this 
capacity — quite frankly the 
nerve — to keep coming back 
to a party where they really 
don’t see that you’re wel¬ 
come. And I’m here to tell 
you that as the executive di¬ 
rector, and as somebody that 
has worked for the party — 
the California party off and 
on but the Republican Party 
both in this state and around 
the country — that you are 
welcome. We’re going to turn 
this party around.... We’re go¬ 
ing to make this party toler¬ 
ant if its the last thing we do. 
And I can’t do it myself. I 
need your help. ... You’re an 
integral part of our party and 
without you we can’t bring 
the party back to where it 
was when Abraham Lincoln 
spoke those words — you 
know — the little speech he 
gave at Gettysburg that all 
men are created equal. 

“I don’t think there’s any¬ 
body more ashamed of the 
1992 Convention than Pat and 
I,” Carpenter said. “We were 
on the floor when Pat 
Buchanan spoke Monday 
night at the convention. And 
he got finished speaking — Pat 
was standing in front of me 
because it was fairly packed 
on the floor — I leaned over 
her shoulder and I said ‘It’s 
kind of scary, isn’t it?’ She 
said ‘No, it’s kind of our plat¬ 
form.’ And that was even 
more scary than listening to 
Pat Buchanan speak. We had 
gone that far — that Pat 
Buchanan was our platform. 
We need to turn it around.” 

In an interview following 
his remarks, Carpenter told 
the B.A.R. the grassroots Cal¬ 
ifornia Republican Assembly 


has always gone through pen¬ 
dulum swings, and now it is 
conservative, and that Sarah 
Hardman, who also heads the 
state Christian Coalition, is 
but one of seven or eight 
CRA vice presidents. Al¬ 
though he doesn’t think the 
religious right movement has 
peaked, he does believe the 
1996 convention will be more 
moderate than the one in 
1992. A lot depends, he said, 
on the presidential nominee. 
He also predicted that prag¬ 
matism will win in the end. 

“We want to win elec¬ 
tions,” he said. “That’s one of 
the things that makes our par¬ 
ty great — that there are 
enough members—a majority 
of the members are pragmatic 
enough that becoming the 
majority party is the impor¬ 
tant thing. When we become 
the majority party, then we 
can debate the finer points.” 

Carpenter said that he dis¬ 
cussed “long and hard” join¬ 
ing the Log Cabin Club with 
his wife. “I don’t believe that 
it’s any of government’s busi¬ 
ness to be in your bedroom 
or my bedroom. The bottom 
line is we believe in the same 
things — and not just on the 
sexual orientation issue but 
on less government, what is 
the proper role of govern¬ 
ment. And that’s the reason 
we agree with them and so 
we decided to put our money 
and our membership where 
our mouth was.” 

When asked where he 
stands on domestic partner¬ 
ship legislation, Carpenter 
said he hasn’t seen it yet — 
but “I don’t think I’d have any 
problem supporting it if I was 
a member of the Legislature.” 

Reaction to the newest 
members was enthusiastic. 
LIFE Lobby Executive Direc¬ 
tor Laurie McBride said it 
was an important symbolic 
gesture. “I’ve always main¬ 
tained that the Republican 
party was taken over by an 
outside group,” she said. “I’m 
glad to see it’s coming back to 
the party I remember from 
my youth.” 

“I hope it marks a turning 
point,” Log Cabin Club/LA 
President Ritch Colbert said. 
“But at least it demonstrates 
that the leadership of the Re¬ 
publican party sees that their 
constituency goes beyond any 
fringe component, and that 
they are rejecting the narrow 
definition of Republicans as 
offered by a vocal radical 
right wing minority. Quite 
the opposite: the moderate 
centralist voice of Log Cabin 
is far closer to the Big Tent 
mainstream constituency that 
the California Republican 
Party is trying to reach.” ▼

ery field of building design 
and repair to lend their skills 
to help low-income, elderly, 
and disabled people who 
could never afford to help 
themselves. This year, that 
help will directly benefit the 
gay and lesbian community 
when the Jon Sims Center for 
the Performing Arts and Rafi- 
ki House (a group home for 
African-Americans with 
AIDS) are both renovated. 

The first step for a home 
or facility that is nominated 
to participate in CinA-San 
Francisco is for it to be 
matched with a sponsor who 
will contribute $5,000 toward 
the project. Among the nearly 
100 sponsors for this year in 
the Bay Area are Charles 
Schwab, Ben & Jerry’s Ice 
Cream, Home Depot, Bank of 
America, Chase Manhattan, 
Chevron, National Association 
of Women in Construction, 
and Wells Fargo Bank. Before 
the project is finished, an esti¬ 
mated $15,000 in like dona¬ 
tions, professional skill, or ma¬ 
terials will have been con¬ 
tributed to each individual 
renovation, and 3,000 skilled 
and unskilled volunteers will 
be on sites throughout the city 
by 8:00 a.m. Saturday to put in 
a full day’s work. 

It sounds almost too good 
to be true, but for once it is. 
Joe Grubb, president of the 
Rent Board, is a gay man 
who helped to co-found the 
San Francisco affiliate of 
CinA in April 1989. Now serv¬ 
ing his first year of a two-year 
stint as president of the 
Christmas in April board of 
directors, he speaks with af¬ 
fection about a project that is 
dear to his heart. 

“It sure seems like a mira¬ 
cle sometimes,” Joe told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “just the 
sheer size of it and the num¬ 
ber of people involved. It be¬ 
comes a real team-building 
event for companies that do 
this kind of work, and they ac¬ 
tually will donate staff to get 
involved and coordinate it. It’s 
quite remarkable, the invest¬ 
ment of time that companies 
put into this.” 

Logically, it would be im¬ 
possible to do the extensive 
restoration that occurs with 
this project on one day. Plan¬ 
ning begins in January, and 
work progresses at each site 
until the scheduled completion 
on Saturday, April 30. On that 
day, volunteers in San Francis¬ 
co know that people like 
themselves are finishing reno¬ 
vation on similar projects 
throughout the country. For 
many of the recipients of all 
this extraordinary energy and 
enthusiasm it’s like a dream 
come true. 

About 100 volunteers will 
converge on the Jon Sims for 
the Performing Arts, located 
at 1519 Mission Street at 
South Van Ness, to finish 
work on Saturday. Inside, peo¬ 
ple will be busy painting stu¬ 
dios and offices, installing new 
carpeting and tile floors, 


soundproofing walls, building 
additional storage, and adding 
to ventilation and lighting sys¬ 
tems. The director of the Cen¬ 
ter, Lauren Hewitt, told the 
B.A.R., “When we shared our 
dreams with Christmas in 
April, they thought it was a re¬ 
ally worthwhile project, so we 
were chosen. I thought it was 
terrific that they chose a les¬ 
bian and gay organization to 
pull together for. We started 
out at the beginning of our fis¬ 
cal year last July developing a 
capital fund to do this renova¬ 
tion, but what they’ve been 
able to pull off, compared to 
what we were hoping to save 
and do with our own volun¬ 
teer effort, is two or three 
times greater.” 

Sponsors for the Jon Sims 
Center are The GAP and 
Prince Street Technologies. 
Their participation will help 
the Center develop a studio 
lab, which will be a rehearsal 
space for use by gay and les¬ 
bian non-profit performing 
groups such as the Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Day March¬ 
ing Band and City Swing. 
There are three studios in the 
building, and when this is 
complete, Lauren explains, 
“we will have a small stage 
and sound and lighting sys¬ 
tem, and it will be used for 
people to hone their perform¬ 
ing arts craft. We’re also try¬ 
ing to develop a Friday night 
series in that space as soon as 
it’s finished to showcase les¬ 
bian and gay performers.” 

Grubb added some surpris¬ 
ing information about this par¬ 
ticular project. “The Navy was 
also interested in helping us 
this year,” he said. “We men¬ 
tioned to them that we’ve got 
several facilities, and Jon Sims 
is one of them. We explained 
what it was, and we said, 
‘Does this present a problem?’ 
It presented no problem what¬ 
soever. The brass said, ‘We’d 
like to do it and we know our 
people would too.’ 

The work at Rafiki House, 
located at 416 Precita Avenue, 
will beautify and restore a 
two-story Victorian building 
that is used by potentially 
homeless African-Americans 
who are HIV-positive. Levi 
Strauss sponsors the entire 
renovation, and Diana Elrod, 
Director of Policy for the 
Dept, of Housing in San Jose, 
oversees the project. A lesbian 
woman who is working with 
Christmas in April for the sec¬ 
ond year, Elrod says, “I’m go¬ 
ing to be out there this week 
on a scaffold, priming some 
spots on the building that need 
to be painted before everyone 
comes in next Saturday to 
paint.” On April 30th, they will 
paint the entire outside of the 
house “blue-gray with cream 
trim and highlights of a deep 
eggplant color.” 

The garden adjoining the 
house, which has been neglect¬ 
ed for years, will also be trans¬ 
formed. “There are some very 
nice plants out there already,” 
Elrod told the B.A.R., “and 
we’re going to take out all the 
junk weeds and put in some 
raised planter beds so that 
there can be a vegetable gar¬

den and a place to sit and 
flowers. It’s just going to be a 
nice little healing garden, if 
you will, for the residents of 
the house.” 

“Christmas in April is doing 
a whole lot to foster interper¬ 
sonal actions and relations be¬ 
tween the various communi¬ 
ties,” Grubb said, “because we 
all tend to stick with our own, 
whatever community it is. 
This is just a nice opportunity 
to get out, to help another 
community to relate and to un¬ 
derstand the needs and the 
way that other people are. 
When you’re in a situation like 
this you really see that we’re 
all pretty much alike. 

“That’s been one of my in¬ 
terests, in making sure that 
Christmas in April is reaching 
out. We’ve been working in 
the gay community, and I 
would like the gay community 
to know that Christmas in 
April is there for them as well 
as all the other communities in 
the city.”

When asked about the fre¬ 
quency of large cell lym¬ 
phomas associated with spe¬ 
cific site insertion of the HIV 
virus, McGrath declined to 
state a percentage, but told 
the Bay Area Reporter it was 
a subject currently under ac¬ 
tive investigation. 

He did elaborate on his 
shifting views concerning the 
role of HIV in cancer, saying, 
“Back in the 80s, when a high 
incidence of lymphomas asso¬ 
ciated with AIDS was first 
documented, researchers 
could not demonstrate that 
HIV was directly involved 
with the etiology of cancer. 
Most lymphomas were of B- 
cell origin; HIV doesn’t infect 
those cells.” 

He continued, “As the ac¬ 
quired immunodeficiency syn¬ 
drome epidemic continues, 
the incidence of lymphomas 
continues to increase. We’ve 
subsequently gone back and 
re-examined those lym¬ 
phomas that are not of B-cell 
origin. Recent molecular stud¬ 
ies of HIV-associated lym¬ 
phomas have found these 
lymphomas to be a heteroge¬ 
neous set of disease processes. 
Although the majority of 
HIV-associated lymphomas

are of B-cell origin, we and 
others have identified another 
subset which may have a dif¬ 
ferent pathogenic pathway. 
The discovery of four HIV-as¬ 
sociated non B-cell lym¬ 
phomas [in T-cells and mac¬ 
rophages] where the virus is 
inserted next to an oncogene 
[cancer-causing gene] suggests 
that the event occurred non- 
random ly.” 

It should be emphasized 
that the four large cell lym¬ 
phomas in which McGrath 
and coworkers mapped HIV 
insertion to a specific genom¬ 
ic site were of systemic, 
rather than central nervous 
system, origin, and in T-cells 
and macrophages cells, rather 
than the more commonly iso¬ 
lated B-cell lymphomas. 


B-cells and lymphomas 

Non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
(NHL) is a term that describes 
a diverse group of malignan¬ 
cies arising in lymphoid tis¬ 
sues. Approximately 75 per¬ 
cent of the malignant lym¬ 
phomas diagnosed in the 
United States are classified as 
NHL. NHL occurs 60 times 
more frequently in HIV-posi¬ 
tive people than in normal, 
healthy individuals. In people 
with AIDS NHL is predomi¬ 
nantly of B-cell, rather than 
T-cell, origin, and occurs in 
many tissues and organs be¬ 
side lymph nodes; the bone 
marrow and gastrointestinal 
tract are frequent systemic 
sites of diagnosis of NHL, as 
is the central nervous system. 

Most experts believe that 
depletion of T-helper cells 
and immune system dysregu- 
lation caused by HIV impairs 
the ability of the immune sys¬ 
tem to detect and kill poten¬ 
tially cancerous, abnormal, or 
genetically unstable cells. 
Subtle checks and balances 
between different compo¬ 
nents of the immune system 
. become perturbed, and as a 
consequence, B-cells become 
over-primed to proliferate. 
Sometimes they escape 
growth constraints and be¬ 
come cancerous. 

This contrasts the impor¬ 
tant discovery made by Mc¬ 
Grath and coworkers for 
large cell lymphomas, in 
which HIV inserts next to a 
cancer-causing gene and then 
probably triggers activation of 
that gene. 


Role of Epstein-Barr 
Virus in lymphomas 

Epstein-Barr virus (EBV), 
which causes mononucleosis, 
has always been suspected of 
predisposing individuals to 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, 
since its infective targets — un¬ 
like HIV’s — are B-cells. Peo¬ 
ple infected with EBV be¬ 
come carriers of the virus for 
life. In normal individuals, 
EBV may cause infected cells 
to proliferate aberrantly, but 
they’re usually held in check 
by T-cell immunosurveillance 
and other natural immuno¬ 
suppressive mechanisms. In 
HIV-positive people, the wan- 
ing-away of T-cells and ensu¬ 
ing immune dysfunction may 
be enough to remove growth 
control constraints from EBV- 
infected B-cells, enabling 
these cells to progress to a 
cancerous state. This could be 
particularly true in the central 
nervous system (CNS), be¬ 
cause T-cells do not effective¬ 
ly cross the blood-brain barri¬ 
er. But the evidence is by no 
means iron-clad. 

When asked what he felt 
the role of EBV was in devel¬ 
opment of lymphomas, Mc¬ 
Grath said he was not com¬ 
pletely convinced that they 
played a necessary role. He 
indicated that EBV viral 
DNA was detected in 30-40 
percent of the cases, and that 
only a small fraction of EBV- 
infected AIDS patients actual¬ 
ly develop lymphomas. “If 
EBV plays a direct causal 
role in lymphoma, it would 
almost certainly be in CNS 
lymphomas,” he said. ▼ 


Lesbian Health Alert: 

Anti-Breast Cancer Drug 
Increases Uterine Cancer Risk

WASHINGTON - Tamox¬ 
ifen, a drug used in treating 
breast cancer, increases the 
risk of uterine cancer in 
breast cancer patients by up 
to three times of other wom¬ 
en, the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration announced. 

However, the FDA said, 
large random studies also had 
reaffirmed the drug’s overrid¬ 
ing value in delaying or pre¬ 
venting relapses in women 
who have undergone breast 
cancer surgery. And, the 
agency said, the drug would 
remain an indicated treat¬ 
ment for breast cancer. 

A study in Sweden that 


followed breast cancer pa¬ 
tients for about nine years 
showed that 23 of 1,372, or 1.7 
percent, developed uterine 
cancer, compared with four of 
1,357 patients in a control 
group. 

The FDA said an Ameri¬ 
can study produced similar 
risk results after nearly seven 
years. Overall, the FDA con¬ 
cluded, the use of the drug in¬ 
creases the risk of uterine 
cancer in breast cancer pa¬ 
tients by two to three times 
that of women in the general 
population who do not have 
breast cancer. 

But the National Cancer 
Institute, which is conducting 
studies of women using ta¬ 


moxifen, said the benefits of 
the drug to treat breast can¬ 
cer far outweigh the risks of 
other cancers. 

It is unknown how the 
drug fights cancer, but it may 
be a result of its ability to 
block the effects of the hor¬ 
mone estrogen. Other data 
suggest tamoxifen also may 
decrease cardiovasular dis¬ 
ease and help halt bone loss 
in women past menopause. 

The FDA has revised a war¬ 
ning of tamoxifen’s possible ef¬ 
fects to include the higher 
uterine cancer risk. The warn¬ 
ing will be sent by the drug’s 
maker, Zeneca Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, to about 380,000 health 
care professionals. T

Forced HIV Testing in Maryland 


Biloxi Blues: Police 
Keep (Incorrect) HIV List

The scene described by 
“John Doe” sounds like some¬ 
thing out of a movie: he saw 
the flashing red lights of the 
police cruiser and pulled his 
own car off to the side of the 
road, whereupon he was 
yanked from the seat, thrown 
spread eagle against the rear 
of the car, arrested, hand¬ 
cuffed, and taken to jail. 

And then the coup de 
grace that Doe says the sher¬ 
iffs deputy delivered: “You’re 
not leaving until you give up 
your blood.” 

Now released from the 
Maryland jail, Doe recalled 
for the B.A.R. how he coop¬ 
erated, believing he had no 
choice, and how that forced 
blood test is how he learned 
he was HIV-positive. 

Doe said the story began 
in June 1992, when his part¬ 
ner of two years, “Thomas 
Smith,” got his HIV antibody 
test results from the Freder¬ 
ick County (Maryland) Health 
Department. He had tested 
positive. Health officials in¬ 
sisted that Smith tell Doe of 
his status and to encourage 
Doe to come in for his own 
test. They said they would 
talk with Doe if Smith could 
not. 

One official then began a 
series of harassing and ac¬ 
cusatory phone calls to Doe, 
demanding that he appear for 
testing — for an unspecified 
health problem. Doe was un¬ 
der medical treatment for a 
severe and painful sinus prob¬ 
lem, and demurred. He was 
under no legal obligation to 
appear for testing. 

The Health Department 
then contacted the County 
Sheriff, with whom they went 


to court to obtain a search 
and seizure warrant — “basi¬ 
cally seizing his blood,” in the 
words of Sheriff Carl Har- 
baugh. “It’s kind of innova¬ 
tive. It’s the first time we’ve 
ever done something like 
that.” 

Harbaugh based his argu¬ 
ment on a 1989 Maryland law 
forbidding the “knowing 
transfer or attempt to transfer 
[HIV] to another individual.” 

Civil libertarians see two 
problems with Harbaugh’s ar¬ 
gument: Neither Doe nor any¬ 
body else “knew” what his 
HIV status was, since he had 
not yet been tested; and there 
were no first-hand reports of 
sex — let alone unsafe sex — 
that could result in the charge 
being made. 

The facts, or lack of them, 
didn’t stop the Health Depart¬ 
ment, Sheriffs office, or the 
court: a warrant was issued 
on July 31 and carried out on 
August 3. 

There was neither in¬ 
formed consent before Doe’s 
blood was drawn, nor pre- or 
post-test counseling, all of 
which are required under 
Maryland law. 

“We talked to the state and 
we filed various notices about 
the case, fully expecting them 
to say ‘this is a horrible mis¬ 
take and we are sorry,”’ said 
Attorney Deborah Weimer, 
who runs the AIDS Legal 
Services Clinic at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland Law School. 
“But that didn’t happen.” 

Doe filed suit on March 11, 
backed up by Weimer and 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, as well as the Public 
Justice Center, a state advoca¬ 
cy group for equal justice. 

The suit’s five separate 
charges argue that the actions 


were an illegal violation of 
Doe’s right to liberty; reckless 
and malicious in their imple¬ 
mentation; and a violation of 
his privacy; the privacy issue 
is one of the reasons the case 
was filed using pseudonyms. 

Doe also says the govern¬ 
ment actions brought on se¬ 
vere anxiety and depression, 
for which he is seeking $2 
million in compensatory dam¬ 
ages and $4 million in puni¬ 
tive damages. 

Weimer said they are mov¬ 
ing to discovery, “but are still 
hopeful that there will be 
some resolution of the case 
that will change the policy 
and provide compensation for 
our client.” 

“It is outrageous to arrest 
people simply because they 
are suspected of carrying 
HIV,” said Nancy Paige, 
Doe’s lead attorney. “By liti¬ 
gating this action, we hope to 
educate Frederick officials, 
and officials statewide, that 
people who have been ex¬ 
posed to HIV are still protect¬ 
ed by the laws of Maryland 
and the United States Consti¬ 
tution.” 

“The notion that, in Amer¬ 
ica, someone could be forced 
to take a medical test at the 
hands of the police is just out¬ 
rageous,” said Evan Wolfson, 
staff attorney with the Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Educa¬ 
tion Fund. 

He called the arrest merely 
“diverting attention,” one of 
many “fake, get-tough mea¬ 
sures [by government] on 
AIDS which do nothing 
meaningful to stop the spread 
of HIV”T

The city of Biloxi, Missis¬ 
sippi, is now being sued by a 
man whose name was on a 
city police department list of 
people who are HIV positive. 
Not the least of complaints by 
Clyde Hall, the plaintiff, is 
that he’s HIV negative. 

Hall’s suit also contends 
that police employees told 
people outside of the depart¬ 
ment that he had AIDS, caus¬ 
ing an “invasion of his priva¬ 
cy and acute emotional dis¬ 
tress.” 

Hall, who has multiple 
sclerosis, said he told city po¬ 
lice that he is not HIV posi¬ 
tive, and asked them to re¬ 
move his name from the list. 
Hall said that his name stayed 
on the list despite his protes¬ 
tations. 

Biloxi Police Chief Tom¬ 
my Moffett said in a written 
response to the lawsuit that 
the list was “located in the of¬ 
fice of the front desk clerk 
and in the office of radio dis¬ 
patchers” until the lawsuit 
was filed. Moffett also said 
the city did not give the po¬ 
lice approval to keep such a 
list. 

The Mississippi Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force-Gulf 
Coast Chapter is fighting 
back. 

“The motivation is fear,” 
said Todd Emerson, a mem¬ 
ber of the task force. “When 
you’re afraid of something, 
you’re going to try and drive 
it out. You get the basic, ani¬ 
mal instinct, and that’s to run 


away from fear. Then you get 
into intellect, and learn what 
you are afraid of — such as 
fear. 

“We are afraid of fear.” 

The Mississippi Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force-Gulf 
Coast Chapter has given the 
city a list of 13 demands, in¬ 
cluding the establishment of 
anonymous HIV test sites 
throughout the state. The 
Mississippi Department of 
Health keeps records of all 
HIV testing done in the state, 
and requires identification for 
testing. 

The task force also asked 
that people on the list be no¬ 
tified and that the list be de¬ 
stroyed. 

Other demands include a 
full investigation, compensa¬ 
tion to everyone on the list, 
and a meeting with the Biloxi 
City Council and Mayor A.J. 
Holloway. 

If the demands are not 
met, the Mississippi Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force may 
stage a protest, or if possible, 
sue the city. 

Holloway said he could not 
comment on the matter be¬ 
cause of the pending lawsuit. 

Craig Thompson, director 
of the Mississippi Department 
of Health’s HIV/AIDS Pro¬ 
gram, said he discourages po¬ 
lice and emergency services 
from keeping lists of people 
with AIDS, because those 
agencies could then be lulled 
into false security and be¬ 
come lax in taking precau¬ 
tions to prevent the spread of 
HIV.V

stitute of Technology and then the Academy of Aeronautics in Queens. 

On April 8, 1983, Danilo met Daniel Berkowitz in a neighborhood bar in 
Manhattan. They spent nearly every day together for the next 11 years. 

In 1984, his job at United Airlines came through, and with a down payment 
from his parents for a new car, he packed up Daniel and his possessions, and drove 
cross-country. 

On the job, he worked his way up from mechanic to aircraft engine inspector. 
At home, he literally built a household, rebuilding floors, installing lighting, 
always renovating, fixing and helping others to do so. In the neighborhood, he 
became active in his building and block associations, and was the strong, quiet 
center of a loving social circle that was always widening. An active traveler and 
a political activist, Danilo made a trip to Nicaragua as part of a union fact-finding 
mission. He was arrested twice, once during a demonstration for the freedom 
fighters and later, in a protest against the president’s backtracking “compromise” 
on gays in the military. Danilo was a devoted listener of KPFA-FM and reader 
of The Nation. 

Athletic, competent, low-key, spiritual — “Homosexuality,” he once said, “is 
God’s way of keeping the population explosion under control” — Danilo Andrade 
suffered greatly during the last three months of his life, but assured his friends 
he was not afraid to die. Besides his lover and his parents, he is survived by sib¬ 
lings Susana, Nelson, Rocio, Nelly, Jimmy and seven nieces and nephews. 

A memorial service was held to honor Danilo’s life on Saturday, April 23, at 
Comisky Roche Funeral Home.

Wall of Shame

L iving with AIDS gives 
you a certain familiar¬ 
ity with death, which 
eventually breeds con¬ 
tempt — or at least noncha¬ 
lance. You spend much time 
in death’s doorway, assisting 
friends across it or hauling 
them back, as appropriate,

and death spends so much 
time at your doorway, look¬ 
ing in hungrily and tossing in 
opportunistic infections to 
flush you out. After a while 
death loses its impressive 
aura and becomes common¬ 
place, no more worthy of re¬ 
spect and awe than the aver¬ 
age politician. Perhaps this is 
why HlVers have made such 
an art of “obituary cruising” — 
unlike others we’re just as 
willing to dish the dead as the 
living. 

The most prominent local 
example of a live creep who 
became a hero upon his death 
is Tom Cady.

lence from queers and HlVers 
on Cady and his posthumous 
dilemma, a detail that seems 
to have evaded the attention 
of the mudslinging main- 
streamers. 

That’s because Tom Cady 
is seen by his “own people” — 
gays and HlVers — as one of 
the most loathsome traitors 
and Uncle Toms to infect the 
community since Randy 
Shilts. Gay cops are only 
grudgingly accepted by the 
gay community, and closet- 
case cops, which Cady was as 
long as he could bring it off, 
are particularly despised. 
Even more than gays in the

At least a hun¬ 
dred HlVers in the U.S. are 
currently incarcerated on 
charges of “attempted 
manslaughter” or “deadly as¬ 
sault” for biting or spitting at, 
or even threatening to bite or 
spit on someone — usually a 
cop or prison “correctional of¬ 
ficer.” The spurious notion 
that HIV can be so casually 
transmitted is one of the ma¬ 
jor forms of contemporary 
AIDSphobia, a leading excuse 
for isolating and persecuting 
us. 

This is what happens 
when scientific research is 
supplanted by the ruling of a 
municipal judge and when 
public hysteria seizes on a 
misleading explanation and 
ignores all contradictory data. 
One or two outrageously enti¬ 
tled HlVers are elevated to 
hero (and millionaire) status 
while hundreds of “guilty” 
PWAs are punished for imag¬ 
inary crimes. 

Negative impact 

The aphorism “truth is the 
first casualty of war” applies 
to the War on AIDS no less 
than to military conflict. A re¬ 
cent op-ed piece in the New 
York Times reopened the 
case of Dr. Acer, the Florida 
dentist who was accused of 
infecting six of his patients, 
including the notorious Kim¬ 
berly Bergalis, with AIDS, 
perhaps deliberately. The 
press and the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control were so hot to 
find a “guilty” victim — and so

delighted that said victim 
should be queer, a closeted 
HIVer and dead — that they 
rushed to confirm his guilt 
and ignored contradictory ev¬ 
idence. 

For example, one of the 
six “innocent” victims later re¬ 
vealed repeated contacts with 
an HIVer prostitute. Another 
turns out never to have actu¬ 
ally been worked on by Acer, 
having instead a single ses¬ 
sion with one of his office’s 
hygienists (she’d claimed sev¬ 
eral contacts with Acer him¬ 
self, but insurance records 
proved otherwise). 

The clincher in Acer’s case 
was Kimberly Bergalis, who 
virtually established the insti¬ 
tution of “innocent victims,” 
collected millions in settle¬ 
ment money, and went on to 
become the leading crusader 
for quarantining PWAs and 
driving them out of health 
care altogether. She claimed 
to be a virgin, but investiga¬ 
tors acknowledged that “there 
is reason to believe that the 
patient believes there would 
be serious negative impact if 
her mother believed she par¬ 
ticipated in any risky behav¬ 
iors” (i.e., sex). That she got 
sick only two years after her 
supposed infection via Acer 
certainly runs contrary to 
most of what we know about 
AIDS, too. 

Finally, the genetic test 
that “proved” Acer’s guilt in 
Bergalis’ infection, as far as 
the media was concerned, 
was considered “scientifically 
inconclusive” by medical ex¬ 
perts. That Acer had six pa¬ 
tients (out of 4,000) who devel¬ 
oped AIDS was considered 
damning evidence at the time, 
but that amounts to an infec¬ 
tion rate of .25, compared to a 
local regional infection rate of 
.21. “If he was spreading the 
virus, intentionally or un¬ 
knowingly, wouldn’t the rate 
have been much higher?” the

Your HRCF Donations at Work 


It Spent $100,000 on Mailgrams - And It Already Knew the Outcome

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund (HRCF) has been 
criticized for sending 29,000 
“Speak Out” mailgrams to 
President Clinton in early 
February, urging him to issue 
a statement opposing anti-gay 
ballot initiatives across the 
country, which he subsequent¬ 
ly did. 

Such an action may seem 
laudable at first, but detrac¬ 
tors say that by sending the 
mailgrams HRCF wasted 
about $100,000 — because it al¬ 
ready knew that the White 
House had decided to issue 
the statement. The claim is 
that HRCF was only trying to 
create the appearance that it 
somehow influenced the deci¬ 
sion. 

No denial from HRCF 

Gregory King, HRCF 
spokesman, does not deny the 
group knew Clinton was con¬ 
sidering such a proposal and 
that many expected him to is¬ 
sue the statement. However, 
he pointed to past examples 
where the White House had 
indicated certain things to the 
gay community, only to have 
them not happen, as evidence 
that the mailgrams at least 
potentially contributed to the 
outcome. According to King, at 
least, the mailgrams dem¬ 
onstrated “broad community 
support,” for the statement. 

Washington insiders al¬ 
most unanimously believe 
computer-generated “mail” is 
heavily discounted by politi¬ 
cians. Mailgrams like “Speak 
Out” are perceived as less rep¬ 
resentative of the views and lev¬ 
el of concern of the individual 


in whose name it is sent than 
of the group — in this case, 
HRCF — organizing the effort. 
Such is the case even when 
mailgrams are extremely well 
stage-managed by the produc¬ 
ing organization, and the un¬ 
fortunate consensus is that 
HRCF has not done an espe¬ 
cially good job at properly im¬ 
plementing its program. 

The 29,000 gays and les¬ 
bians who have signed up for 
“Speak Out” do not compare 
in number to the hundreds of 
thousands the radical right 
can mobilize on comparable 
issues. Nor do they match the 
widespread geographical cov¬ 
erage of the right: “Speak 
Out” supporters are heavily 
concentrated in the gay ghet¬ 
tos where members of 
Congress are already support¬ 
ive, often lead the fight on 
pro-gay positions, and seldom 
need to have pressure applied 
to them on these issues. 

We don’t need to have 
Nancy Pelosi “deal with 7,000 
telegrams all saying the same 
thing,” admitted HRCF exec¬ 
utive director Tim McFeeley 
in an interview last Decem¬ 
ber. He said then he was 
looking at ways to retool the 
program to make it more ef¬ 
fective. 

Some “Speak Out” sup¬ 
porters who acknowledge the 
program preaches mainly to 
the choir when targeted to 
Congress believe it might 
have more effect at the White 
House, at least when the issue 
is not likely to generate a 
countervailingcampaign from 
the radical right. “Pressuring” 
the White House to issue a 
statement about the anti-gay 
ballot measures seemed an

appropriate use for this rather 
weak tool. 

Money is a factor 

Money is another factor 
that likely influenced HRCF’s 
decision to send the mail- 
grams. It didn’t cost them 
anything to do it; in fact, it 
made them money. 

When people sign up for 
the “Speak Out” program, 
they agree to have a credit 
card account billed for a cer¬ 
tain number of mailgrams (at 
$3.50 each) throughout the 
course of the year. Their ac¬ 
counts are not billed until the 
messages are sent. 

A portion of each fee goes 
to Western Union for the ac¬ 
tual mailgram, and a portion 
goes to HRCF for administra¬ 
tive costs such as developing 
the list of members. The total 
revenue generated by the pro¬ 
gram is a negligible part of 
HRCF’s $8 million annual 
budget. ▼ 


About that Limbaugh- 
Orange Juice Agreement

All 12 committee members 
of the Florida Citrus Commis¬ 
sion voted for rabidly anti-gay 
radio commentator Rush 
Limbaugh as spokesperson 
for its “benefits of orange 
juice” campaign last January, 
the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. 

Since then, the commis¬ 
sion has been flooded with 
protest calls and letters. “No 
one foresaw this coming,” 
said a source. “Ideology didn’t 
come into the vote at all.” Al¬ 
though there is no ongoing or¬ 
ganized boycott of Florida cit¬ 
rus announced, most people 
with progressive political 
views have made an effort to 
avoid supporting anything 
Limbaugh supports. In this 
case, it also supports Lim¬ 
baugh, reportedly to the tune 
of $1 million. 

The candidates for the ra¬ 
dio campaign were Larry 
King, Dean Edell, and Lim¬ 
baugh; the hosts of the top 
three syndicated radio shows 
in the country. “Rush is not a 
spokesperson for Florida or¬ 
ange juice. He’s just reading 
copy,” said the informant, 
who later said that all 12 
members believe they made a 
mistake and will vote in July 
to decide Limbaugh’s future 
with the commission. The ra¬ 
dio contract expires this Au¬ 
gust. 

Despite the apologies, 
many people are looking for 


orange juice that does not 
come from Florida. Claire Pe¬ 
ters, public relations manager 
for Sunkist, told the B.A.R. 
that the company “get its or¬ 
anges from growers in Cali¬ 
fornia and Arizona.” Festival 
Pure Orange Juice, a local 
generic brand, uses “Californi¬ 
an and Brazilian” oranges, 
said a spokesperson for Clare- 
don Foods. 

The other companies the 
B.A.R. contacted — Minute 
Maid, Bay View Farms, Five 
Alive, Tropicana, and Dole — 
use Florida oranges. 

“Even though we might 
buy some of our orange juice 
from Florida, Dole has no 
representation on the Florida 
Citrus Board, nor did we 
have any input on the selec¬ 
tion of [Limbaugh],” said a 
Dole consumer specialist. 

Minute Maid, a division of 
Coca-Cola foods, has one of 
its executives on the Florida 
Citrus Commission: George 
Truitt, a senior vice-president 
for Minute Maid’s Florida 
plant, voted for Limbaugh. 
When asked to comment, he 
was in a meeting. 

“We don’t appreciate the 
controversy,” said a consumer 
affairs specialist for Coca-Cola 
Foods. “We don’t select peo¬ 
ple to go on that board. It’s 
something set up by the 
state.” 

Instead of revealing their 
names, the consumer special¬ 
ists from Dole and Coca-Cola 
provided telephone numbers 



of their Public Affairs depart¬ 
ments, which were of little 
help. These numbers were 
not toll-free. 

Chiquita in Cincinnati had 
no toll-free number to call, 
nor did the company have a 
press or public relations de¬ 
partment. Instead, the recep¬ 
tionist wanted to know the 
reasons for the questions, 
then put the call on hold for 
nearly a half-hour, and finally 
transferred it to the voice- 
mail of a Ms. Magnus Welch, 
which announced she would 
be out of town until April 29. 

The surest way to avoid 
using Florida orange juice is 
to make your own, which 
takes very little time and cre¬ 
ates a far superior juice to 
any mass-marketed variety. 
Here again, it is important to 
avoid Florida oranges — and 
not just for political reasons. 
“Valencias from Texas make 
the sweetest juice,” said a pro¬ 
duce manager from a local 
Cala supermarket. The state¬ 
ment is sure to rankle Califor¬ 
nia orange growers as much 
as their Florida counterparts;

The Wonderful Horrible Life of Leni Riefenstahl 

Portrait of an Artist 
As a Nazi Handmaiden

O ne of the most 
memorable images 
from the three hour 
documentary The 
Wonderful Horrible Life of 
Leni Riefenstahl (plays the 
Castro April 28-May 5) shows 
the 92-year-old German film 
director hopping about the 
floor of the Indian Ocean try¬ 
ing to coax an agitated 
Stingray (its tail is lethal) to 
stay still long enough so that 
her companion could photo¬ 
graph it. After petting the 
creature gingerly, she as¬ 
sumes complete control by 
clamping her hand on the 
creature’s back and forcing it 
to the ocean floor. 

It’s a telling scene, for 
Riefenstahl was no less as¬ 
sertive in her attempts to por¬ 
tray Adolf Hitler as a world 
leader in her monumentally 
strange 1934 film, Triumph 
of the Will, made at Hitler’s 
request to commemorate the 
sixth annual congress of the 
National Socialist Party. Tri¬ 
umph is perhaps the most 
significant film to emerge 
from Nazi Germany, and the 
one that made Riefenstahl an 
international film celebrity. 
But if Riefenstahl’s high-pow¬ 
ered vision of Hitler-as-God 
struck a chord with Ger¬ 
many’s masses, it’s also the 
sole reason why for the past 
half century she’s been an 
outcast in most of the world, 
an artist shunned for dubious 
complicity in things that she 


says happened “many years 
ago.” 

The Wonderful Horrible 
Life of Leni Riefenstahl, di¬ 
rected in 1992 by German 
filmmaker Ray Meuller, ex¬ 
plores this complicated per¬ 
sonality in exacting detail, 
shedding light on Riefen- 
stahl’s stories — some of them 
inconsistent with the facts — 
about her rendez-vous with 
the Reich. 

In 1952 an international tri¬ 
bunal found Leni Riefenstahl 
innocent of Nazi war crimes. 
She was, however, branded a 
sympathizer and prohibited 
from making films in Ger¬ 
many, a judgement the film¬ 
maker cedis harsh because she 
was, in her own words, “only 
making a film.” 

If that seems naive so is 
her insistence, oft repeated in 
this film, that she had no idea 
what was happening to Jews 
in Germany in the 1930s and 
’40s. When asked by Meuller 
how she could not have 
known, Riefenstahl, who 
looks like a battered doll 
from The Sound of Music 
set, simply smiles and chor¬ 
tles in deutsch that she was 
“out of the country” for large 
chunks of ’33 and ’34 and that 
during the notorious Kristall- 
nacht in 1938, when the shops 
of Berlin Jews were burned 
and looted, she was again 
“busy making a film,” and 
knew nothing about it.

Modest Works 
Satisfy at SFIFF

Queer 

Skinny

T here may not be 
something for every 
last lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual or transgen- 
dered person at this year’s 
San Francisco International 
Film Festival, but con¬ 
stituents of our various com¬ 
munities will find an appeal¬ 
ing cross-section of local, na¬ 
tional and international per¬ 
spectives represented. 

Gus Van Sant, Pedro 
Almodovar and Gregg Araki 
all have new works and 
video/installation artist Shu 
Lea Cheang makes her fea¬ 
ture debut with Fresh Kill. 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert, 
a tale of three Australian drag 
performers, gets its world 
premiere at the Castro. 
Among the most satisfying 
pieces are modest productions 
like Dream Girls, Stolen 
Ground and White Christ¬ 
mas. Below is the queer skin¬ 
ny, capsule reviews of the 
highlights followed by notes 
about other works of interest. 
All show times are p.m. un¬ 
less noted. 

Bisexual Boogie 

British TV was on a nostal¬ 
gic roll last year, looking back 
at the ’70s in two miniseries, 
Tales of the City and The 
Buddha of Suburbia. Tales 
didn’t generate much contro¬ 
versy in Britain but the BBC’s 
four-part Buddha did. Its title 
character is a Muslim who 
gains amusement and profit 
impersonating a Buddhist 
wise man to British white 
folk. His son Karrim is a bi¬ 
sexual and more — by the 
end of the first episode he’s 
already had a whirl with 
man, woman and beast. Kar- 
rim’s brother, a minor charac¬ 
ter, is gay. 

Buddha’s cast of likeable, 
complicated characters, its so¬ 
phisticated take on 
interpersonal racial politics 
and its mildly erotic noncha¬ 
lance about matters sexual 
are major assets. A bisexual 
orgy in the third episode got 
British newspaper columnists 
and the general public in a 
lather. Its director, Roger 
Michell, told a source here 
that he doesn’t expect Bud¬ 
dha ever to receive wide ex¬ 
hibition in the U.S. At four 
hours, it’s probably too long 
for a theatrical run and if Bra¬ 
vo, PBS or A 8b E — the like¬ 
ly venues — were to show 
Buddha, it would surely be 
cut. Parts I-IV, Kabuki, April 
30, 3:30; Landmark Palo Alto, 
May 8, 6:30. Parts I 8b II, PFA 
(Pacific Film Archive), May 3, 
5:00; Kabuki, May 10, 10:15. 
Parts III 8b IV, PFA, May 5, 
5:00; Kabuki, May 11, 10:15.

ture cameo appearances by 
veterans from the ever-ex¬ 
panding talent junk pile. Ev¬ 
eryone who was anyone in 
Hollywood will apparently be 
in it, including Madame Hei¬ 
di Fleiss, Lauren Tewes 
(Yes, Julie from the Love 
Boat !), and several poorly ag¬ 
ing Brady Bunch kids. Seems 
this young filmmaker is going 
the way of John Waters. I n 
other words, a beneficiary to 
the unemployed.

All-Female Revue 

Kim Longinotto and Jano 
Williams peek into an exotic 
yet wholly comprehensible 
world in Dream Girls, about 
the Japanese all-female 
Takarazuka revue. Imagine a 
Vegas-style, reverse Finoc- 
chio’s run by an obsessive 
headmaster — first-year hope¬ 
fuls spend much of their time 
cleaning. 

Dream Girls’ most fasci¬ 
nating aspect is its examina¬ 
tion of gender roles. The 
women who play the male 
parts in the revue’s romance- 
oriented dramas — they look 
like photos of ’40s butches 
come to life — inspire fanatical 
adoration. What lures the 
mostly female audiences is 
this tantalizing paradox: “If 
the actors were real men, the 
result would be coarse. But 
because women act the male 
roles, they can create the ide¬ 
al man that women really 
want.” 

Also on the Dream Girls 
bill is Italian-Australian Mon¬ 
ica Pelizzari’s Just Desserts, 
an inventive coming-of-age 
tale with highly erotic culi¬ 
nary overtones. At one point 
its lesbian protagonist peruses 
a newspaper article titled 
“Am I Normal?” She is, but 
doesn’t know it yet. Kabuki,

'Cowgirls' — At Last 

A soundtrack rarely pre¬ 
cedes a film by as many 
months as did the now-famil¬ 
iar one by k.d. lang for Gus 
Van Sant’s Even Cowgirls 
Get the Blues. An earlier ver¬ 
sion of Cowgirls played the 
festival circuit last year, then 
was pulled days before its 
scheduled commercial run — 
theatres were already running 
trailers — so that Van Sant 
could recut the picture. Not a 
good sign. 

The new edition still lacks 
energy in spots as does the 
acting (and not just the inten¬ 
tional “nonacting”), but al¬ 
though it doesn’t soar, Cow¬ 
girls is by no means a disas¬ 
ter. Among the plusses: a sub¬ 
text about accommodating 
difference, the focus on wom¬ 
en’s spirits and aspirations, a 
sweet lesbian relationship and 
occasional brilliantly kooky 
flashes. 

Cowgirls is one of three 


opening-night films. It was to 
have had its theatrical release 
April 29, but that has been de¬ 
layed yet again. The word 
now is mid-May(be). Kabuki, 
April 28, 7:30. 

Fish Lips Sink Hips 

Fresh Kill is one of the 
more visually adventurous 
SFIFF features this year. The 
premise: multinational toxic 
pollution has reached danger¬ 
ous levels. Hipsters at a sushi 
bar feed on the latest sensa¬ 
tion, raw fish lips, but this 
catch has a catch: it’s contam¬ 
inated by nuclear waste. 

Shu Lea Cheang’s film has 
a lot going for it: killer cam¬ 
era and art direction, a plucky

sensibility, a sexy lesbian love 
scene and clever incorpora¬ 
tion of color-blind casting. An 
SFIFF programmer billed 
Fresh as “Born in Flames 
updated.” It is, which means 
it’s been done before — and 
not only by Flames (even 
Steven Seagal has gotten in 
on this act). 

Cheang’s media critique is 
assembled more adeptly and 
her cultural allusions are 
densely layered, but it just 
isn’t news that multinationals 
lie. Kabuki, April 29, 7:15; 
PFA May 1, 6:30. 

Unwieldy Farce 

After a couple of uneven 
outings (Tie Me Up, Tie Me 
Down and High Heels), Pe¬ 
dro Almodovar is on the up¬ 
swing with Kika, a whirl¬ 
wind, nearly out-of-control 
farce about sex, the media 
and the blurred line between 
fiction and reality. 

One character dies and 
comes back to life (twice), a 


tabloid-TV host runs around 
in military getup that includes 
a helmet with a built-in video 
camera, and, in a slap at crit¬ 
ics of Tie Me Up! Tie Me 
Down!, a rape is played 
mostly for laughs that are in¬ 
tercut with social commen¬ 
tary. 

Kika is also an homage to 
thrillers (all of Hitchcock, 
Michael Powell’s Peeping 
Tom and others). There is so 
much going on — mustn’t for¬ 
get luscious-beaked Rossy De 
Palma as the lesbian whose 
retarded, porn star, prison-es¬ 
capee brother commits the 
aforementioned rape — that it 
would be impossible for 
Kika to sustain its madcap 
pace or do justice to all its 
concerns. It’s daffy, irritating 
and intermittently insightful. 
Kabuki, April 29, 9:30. 

Priscilla, Queen of the 
Desert 

Terence Stamp has come a 
long way, baby, since his days 
as sweet chicken in Billy 
Budd. The widescreen 
Priscilla, Queen of the 
Desert finds him playing a 
transsexual drag performer, 
traversing the Australian out¬ 
back with two extravagant 
fellows. The three have deter¬ 
mined that “you can make a 
fine living in a pair of heels,” 
though they’ve yet to accom¬ 
plish it. A “message” about 
tolerance lurks about the 
Priscilla script, but what 
makes the film click is the 
queeny, contagiously over¬ 
wrought atmosphere. Castro, 
May 8, 10:15. 

Araki's Soap Opera 

Gregg Araki’s Totally 
F***ed Up is a Godardian 
exercise that is by turns 
amusing, frisky and relent¬ 
lessly sentimental. It tracks 
the lives of six gay teens — 
four guys, two lesbians. An 
opening series of engaging if 
self-absorbed video confes¬ 
sionals by the youths, intercut 
with filmed sequences, edges 
toward inertia after 20 min¬ 
utes or so. None too soon 
comes the announcement that 
the narrative is about to be¬ 
gin. 

The soap operatic story 
that ensues is a tidy slice of 
juvenile angst fueled by dat¬ 
ing mishaps, drug use and a 
combination of immaturity 
and naivete. At its best, TFU 
captures the confusion, vul¬ 
nerability and melodrama of 
youth. The initial sexual en¬ 
counter between a college-age 
gay and one of the teens is 
particularly well-conceived. 

Yet again, Araki makes 
the most of a small budget and 
in the main gets good perfor¬ 
mances out of his cast. Our fa¬ 
vorite guerrilla filmmaker 
could use a new town to pick 
on, though. One character 
dubs LA the “alienation capi¬ 
tal of the world,” which, 
whether Araki means to re¬ 
peat himself or not, is just too 
redundant. Kabuki, May 7, 
9:45; May 9, 4:30. 

Briefly Noted — Or Just 
Plain Brief 

One Foot on a Banana 
Peel, The Other Foot in the 
Grave is an AIDS documen¬ 
tary in which patients at a 
NYC clinic, as they wait for 
and receive their treatments, 
ruminate on life, lovers, fanr 
ly, their condition and 
homo/AIDSphobia. Kabuki 
May 4, 6:45; May 5, 1:00. 

In Stolen Ground, Asian 
men discuss the effects of 
racism on their lives and how 
they’ve learned to deal with its 
constant presence in American 


society. Several messages 
emerge, including the benefits 
for people of color of con¬ 
fronting racism, as opposed to 
“letting it slide,” and the re¬ 
quest from one of the men 
that white people “uncondi¬ 
tionally accept whatever I say 
my experience with racism is.” 
Joe Lucero, a gay Filipino- 
American, is among the partic¬ 
ipants. 

On the same bill with 
Stolen Ground is White 
Christmas, a bittersweet med¬ 
itation by gay Michael Mag- 


naye on the “hybrid culture 
that produced the hybrid me.” 
Magnaye’s nominal focus is 
the adaptation of Christmas 
rituals in the snowless Philip¬ 
pines; in exploring these he 
uncovers larger truths about 
colonialism, his people and 
himself. Kabuki, May 12, 1:45.

Tomboychik is a short, home- 
video chat with his beloved 
grandmother, who is spunky, 
sweet and possessed of gen¬ 
der-bending family lore.

Meuller corroborates 
Riefenstahl’s stories, but bare¬ 
ly lets her off the hook. He 
points out that in the early 
’30s, around the time she met 
Hitler, Riefenstahl had 
owned a copy of the Fuhrer’s 
psychotic autobiography 
Mein Kampf and was well 
aware of his racial views. Fur¬ 
thermore, why, if she was out 
of the loop, so to speak, does 
her name pop up so frequent¬ 
ly — and in such benign terms 
— in the diaries of Nazi hor- 
rormeister Joseph Goebbels, a 
man Riefenstahl claims to 
have detested, and vice versa? 
Damning too is a sickeningly 
obsequious letter the film¬ 
maker penned to Hitler on 
the day he began the occupa¬ 
tion of Paris, a letter that in 
no uncertain terms shows her 
support of his actions. 

Again Riefenstahl is flum¬ 
moxed. She turns beat red, 
huffs and puffs like the Swiss 
Miss Chocolate girl on an am¬ 
phetamine jag and fairly 
screeches “I knew nothing,” 
“hated Goebbels” and “wrote 
that letter only because I 
thought it meant the war was 
over.” “Yes, I read Mein 


Kampf,” she yammers, “but I 
only read the parts of the 
book that were about art, not 
politics. I was never interest¬ 
ed in politics.” Which begs 
the question, If Triumph of 
the Will is politically neutral 
than why does it work so 


well as propaganda? 

Indeed, Triumph of the 
Will, depending on how you 
look at it, is damning evi¬ 
dence of Riefenstahl’s support 
of Hitler. The Fuhrer is in al¬ 
most every image and even 
arrives at the Nuremberg ral¬ 


ly via aerial balloon, like a de¬ 
ity descending to earth. 

But, paradoxically, as each 
frame of Triumph rolls by it 
gets harder, not easier, to 
make a black and white case 
of Riefenstahl’s guilt. It’s true 
that Hitler is in every shot, 


but it’s true, too, that there is 
no political narration and that 
Hitler’s cronies get no chance 
to spout racial or political 
points of view. The film con¬ 
spicuously lacks any kind of 
commentary on the Reich 
and simply accretes images of 
Hitler, always in perfect time 
to the swelling, vapid Reich 
music, always in increasingly 
stunning compositions. 

Indeed, many are the crit¬ 
ics who’ve commented on the 
absolute shallowness of Tri¬ 
umph of the Will, outside of 
its obvious technical and artis¬ 
tic inducements. It’s almost as 
if Riefenstahl had no idea 
what to say about her subject 
and just busied herself — re¬ 
lentlessly — with the task of 
making a film whose subject 
would, if she tinkered long 
enough, eventually appear. In 
fact, all the machinations she 
brings to Triumph of the 
Will constitute, it seems, a 
peculiar case of art in search 
of a subject. And in direct 
proportion to her attempts to 
nail one down, Triumph be¬ 
comes increasingly obsessed 
with the empty mechanics of 
movie-making. 

Her high-pitched technique 
for concealing ambiguity has 
characterized almost every¬ 
thing Riefenstahl has done 
since Triumph of the Will, 
including Olympiad, the 
magnificently edited, but te¬ 
diously long, film of the 1936 
Berlin Olympics (not made 
for Hitler, but financed by the 
Reich), her insipid film 
Tiefland, and the intermit¬ 
tently mesmerizing (and 
strange) photographs of 
Africa’s Nuba tribe. And it’s 
this shallowness, too, that ex¬ 
plains the obtuse tenor of 
Riefenstahl’s defensiveness 
about her involvement — even 
if only marginal — in one of 
the greatest bloodbaths in his¬ 
tory: she’s resolved to be nei¬ 
ther remorseful nor philo¬ 
sophical about it and, in lieu 
of rethinking all the fine de¬ 
tails, has simply declared her¬ 
self, with a wave of her hand, 
a martyr to history. 


Triumph of the

No doubt Riefenstahl’s 
firm stance will impress peo¬ 
ple who are either too young 
to remember the Holocaust 
or too dumb to know the im¬ 
portance of rehashing the sto¬ 
ry. But for the skeptical 
among us, Riefenstahl’s spe¬ 
cial pleading, like so much of 
her art, is tinged with a sub¬ 
terfuge that is all too trans¬ 
parent. 

The real achievement of 
The Wonderful Horrible Life 
of Leni Riefenstahl is that 
Meuller directs with an eye 
for irony. He dextrously tugs 
at the fine line between culpa¬ 
bility in a social catastrophe 
and the assumed incorrupt¬ 
ibility of “aesthetic state¬ 
ments.” However, he’s not in 
it to make judgements, but 
merely to examine the ways 
in which art and politics 
sometimes make very 
strange bedfellows. ▼

Black (and White) 
Is Beautiful

I f you are like me, you 
enjoy looking at portraits 
of famous people with 
extraordinary talents for 
what the pictures can reveal 
about their subjects’ inner 
lives. Now we can indulge 
this mild voyeurism at the 
San Francisco Performing 
Arts Library & Museum, 
where an exhibition of pho¬ 
tographs by Carl Van Vecht¬ 
en, “The Passionate Observ¬ 
er,” has just opened. Sixty 
vintage black-and-white prints 
of legendary personalities 
from the ’30s through the 
early ’60s are on display, por¬ 
traits ranging from Frida 
Kahlo and Gertrude Stein to 
Mahalia Jackson and (in a 
black sheer top) Pearl Bailey. 

Who was this man who 
persuaded so many of the fa¬ 
mous to pose? Van Vechten 
was first and foremost an 
inky-fingered scribbler for the 
cultural pages. He made his 
mark as a classical music crit¬ 
ic for the New York Times 
and drama critic for the New 
York Press, and then later 
became America’s first dance 
critic, a leading proponent of 
avant-garde developments in 
the teens and ’20s. A true 
man of letters, Van Vechten 
went on to publish many vol¬ 
umes of criticism, seven nov¬ 
els, two books on cats (!) and 
more journalism. Some of his 
publications are displayed 
here, including an early re¬ 
view when he was still blind 
to the modern charms of 
Isadora Duncan. 

Perhaps Van Vechten’s 
most important contribution 
was his role in supporting the 
burgeoning cultural achieve¬ 
ments of African Americans 
in the ’20s, collectively known 
as the Harlem Renaissance. 


He was also one of the first 
culture mavens to recognize 
jazz as an authentic American 
art form. Not incidentally, 
Carl was a closeted homosex¬ 
ual and a lover of black men. 
This erotic attraction comes 
across in his photos of figures 
like Joe Louis, Paul Robeson 
and Harry Belafonte: men 
whose unique spirits are cele¬ 
brated in his work, not mere¬ 
ly objectified. 

In 1932, when he was 52, 
Van Vechten received a nice 
inheritance which freed him 
from the slave wages of jour¬ 
nalism. Newly liberated, he

was able to turn his creative 
attentions to photography. 
The small, lightweight Leica 
had just been introduced to 
consumers, and with it Van 
Vechten captured some of the 
most important persons of his 
time. 

Hot Men in Their Prime 

For someone of my lost 
generation (between boomer 
and X), seeing what some of 
these famous folks looked 
like in the prime of their 
youth is a revelation. At 27, 
for example, Belafonte, wear¬ 
ing what VV described as a 
“West Indian costume,” was a 
really hot man. To say noth¬ 
ing of Marlon Brando at 24, 
or James Earl Jones at 30. 
There are also portraits here 
of the young James Baldwin

and Truman Capote, a youth¬ 
ful Diahann Carroll and 
Leonard Bernstein. These 
people were famous not be¬ 
cause they were pretty, but 
because they were veddy ved- 
dy talented. 

You will find portraits of 
old white men in this exhibit 
— Thomas Mann, Charles 
Laughton — but the show (and 
Van Vechten’s heart) clearly 
belongs to the men of color. 
Robeson returns the camera’s 
stare with dignity and compo¬ 
sure. A dynamic portrait of 
Cab Calloway captures some 
of the energy of his music. 
James Earl’s daddy, Robert 
Earl Jones, is strong and sexy 
in costume for Langston 
Hughes’ drama Don’t You 
Want to Be Free? And Van 
Vechten’s portrait of heavy¬ 


weight great Joe Louis — one 
of the few outdoor shots, at 
New York’s Greenwood Lake 
— is even better than the re¬ 
cent postage stamp of the 
boxer (though it’s the first 
U.S. postage stamp to show 
serious basket). 

Bessie Smith, Leontyne 
Price in Porgy and Bess, 
Marian Anderson ... you get 
the idea. Most of these pic¬ 
tures were taken in Van 
Vechten’s New York City 
apartment, the subjects posed 
in front of a sheet or props 
appropriate to them. The re¬ 
sult is photography steeped in 
intimacy and comfortable rap¬ 
port. For a fascinating look at 
at least some of the history of 
American arts, you can do no 
better than a visit to SF 
PALM. ▼

Pilobolus Undefines Spirit of Collaboration 


Too Many Cooks

P ilobolus, an avant- 
garde pioneer of 
modern dance, has 
been performing for 
almost a quarter of a century. 
And though co-founder Moses 
Pendleton left the company 
years ago, his partner 
Jonathan Wolken continues to 
collaborate with three other 
artistic directors and six 
dancers. Regrettably, their 
joint efforts on opening night 
last week at Cowell Theater 
seemed to confirm that every¬ 


thing new is old again. 

The evening began impres¬ 
sively with The Particle Zoo, 
featuring four male dancers 
in white duck pants, nude 
from the waist up. An athletic 
exercise in male bonding, 
Zoo was brash, sexy, and 
fun. One dancer often played 
odd-man out, tumbling and 
thrusting himself into the 
group on occasion, and some¬ 
times pairing off with one of 
the dancers. This same-sex 
romp was appropriately fol¬ 
lowed by a female Duet in 
the first half of the program. 


Medieval Norwegian 
melodies formed the back¬ 
drop for Rebecca Jung and 
Jude Woodcock’s pas de deux, 
which they performed with 
passion and restraint. The 
choreography kept the two 
women locked in an evolving 
embrace almost the entire 
time they were on stage. By 
placing Duet after The Parti¬ 
cle Zoo, Pilobolus offered an 
interesting gender statement; 
the same-sex couplings paral¬ 
lel inherent differences in 
male and female sexuality in 
a thought-provoking and 
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sometimes eloquent fashion. 
But with the more traditional 
pairings of Quartet, the com¬ 
pany’s newest work, some of 
Pilobolus’ problems became 
evident. 

There is an undeniable 
sameness to the choreogra¬ 
phy. The company aesthetic 
seems grounded in attempts 
to lift, toss, and pose dancers 
in exbtic and self-consciously 
contrived combinations which 
the company executes at vari¬ 
able speed. While these for¬ 
mations are sometimes hyp¬ 
notically beautiful, the over 
emphasis on what might be 
termed the “interlocking 
limb/cantilevered thigh tech¬ 
nique” borders on sleep-induc¬ 
ing. Although the dancing is 
nicely performed, there is no 
spark to what is happening 
on stage, and all too often it 
seems quite meaningless. 

Artistic director Robby 
Barnett co-choreographed 
each opening night dance 
with as many as eight addi¬ 
tional contributing choreogra¬ 
phers. The resulting flatness 
reflects the truth behind the 
old adage that a giraffe is a 
horse put together by a com¬ 


mittee. Collaboration can lead 
to great inspiration, but it 
sometimes reduces common 
efforts to the lowest common 
denominator of the group; 
with Pilobolus, the latter 
seems to be the case. 

All six Pilobolus dancers 
appeared in Rejoyce, the fi¬ 
nal selection of the evening. It 
was a puzzling effort in which 
the dancers, attired in peasant 
garb, tossed balloons and as¬ 
cended into the sky while 
dangling from pulleys — sort 
of Rodeo meets Cirque du 
Soleil. At this point in the 
evening, even the addition of 
the harnesses and some mid¬ 
air suspensions could not 
make up for the repetitive 
sangfroid of the choreogra¬ 
phy. Aficionados of modern 
dance will most likely find 
that the qualities which once 
placed Pilobolus at the fore¬ 
front of modern dance are no 
longer present in this current 
incarnation, and that is a loss 
for both dancers and the 
dance.

Patrick Hamilton's 'Rope' 

Cadaverous Twaddle

T here’s enough slack in 
the Chamber The¬ 
ater’s production of 
Patrick Hamilton’s 
Rope to trip up an entire au¬ 
dience, lasso their attention 
and dangle their disinterest 
like a hangman’s noose from 
the rafters of the Cable Car 
Theater. 

Originally produced in 
1929, Hamilton’s play con¬ 
cerns two overly clever 
British college boys who mur¬ 
der a schoolmate and serve 
dinner to a roomful of guests 
(including the victim’s father) 
from the trunk in which the 
corpse is hidden. The play is 
better known as the basis for 
the gimmicky 1948 Alfred 
Hitchcock film of the same 
name. Both the film and the 
play will attest to the fact that 
this hackneyed material is 
meager at best with very little 
real entertainment value. The 
whole notion of suspense dis¬ 
solves to frustration when we 
realize that the two main 


characters are loathsome mur¬ 
derers who deserve every bad 
thing that could possibly hap¬ 
pen to them. It’s a perverse, 
reverse thriller. Will the 
guests discover their secret? 
Will the nosy poet peek into 
the trunk? In the language of 
the uppity British characters 
presented in Rope, it’s all ca¬ 
daverous twaddle. 

The thin plot of this thrill¬ 
less thriller is merely an ex¬ 
cuse on which to hang several 
talky diatribes on morals, con¬ 
science, the nature of murder, 
the nature of war and the te¬ 
dium of dull dinner parties. 
Hamilton’s play may have 
been a racy bit of fodder in 
the late ’20s, but updated as it 
is here, with characters dis¬ 
cussing the merits of Antonio 
Banderas and Winona Ryder 
and talking on cordless 
phones, the play seems as 
creaky, hollow and lifeless as 
any piece of badly written 
theater dragged unwillingly 
from its theatrical grave. 

Director Frank Reilly, who

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strip joints, “Golden Girls” 
also pays tribute to Bambi’s 
pantheon of stars, from Cock- 
ette diva John Rothermel and 
disco diva Sylvester to some 
European queens. “Golden 
Age of Hustlers” is a disarm¬ 
ing tale of Polk Street profes¬ 
sionals. 

Reminiscent of standard 
rock classics but not deriva¬ 
tive, the music to these walks 
on the wild side is always 
melodic, and Bambi wails on 
them in full-throated confes¬ 
sion. Ms. Lake also covers 
some well-chosen classics in 
her sets: Van Morrison’s 
“Madam George,” Chrissie 
Hynde’s “The Talk of the 
Town,” the Jefferson Air¬ 
plane’s “Coming Back to Me,” 
and, most especially, Stevie 
Nicks’ “Gold Dust Woman.” 


With the banshee vocals and 
throbbing guitars of Bassil 
and lead guitarist Swedge 
Beal, this last item is an excit¬ 
ing finale. 

The “new and improved” 
Bambi Lake has decadent and 
glam clothes by Mr. David 
(who also dresses Veronica 
Klaus).

Detailing those Berlin

T he Queen of Acoustic 
Grunge is here, and 
quite surprisingly, 
she’s Bambi Lake! 
Bambi, as revealed to me last 
Wednesday at Faster Pussy¬ 
cat (and to you on Monday 
nights in May at Cafe du 
Nord), has emerged from her 
cocoon of dreams with a 
handful of provocative origi¬ 
nal songs, a nifty three-piece 
band, and most importantly, a 
performer’s skillful aplomb 
and sharp focus that I thought 
would always elude her day¬ 
dreaming ways. 

I’ve dearly loved Bambi 
Lake for years. Not for her 
talent — which, quite frankly, 
I used to think was minimal — 
but because she has always 
dared to live her fantasy. In 
her mind she’s always been 
Amanda Lear slash Marianne 
Faithfull slash Stevie Nicks, 
and if she wasn’t born of the 
gender to turn that trick, then 
at least she would have the 
breasts and outward appear¬ 
ance to embody the dream. 

Transformed into a wom¬ 
an, Bambi performed with 
the fabled Angels of Light, 
went to fabled Berlin and 
worked in a transgender

did such fine work with his 
trilogy of Simon Gray plays, 
attempts to make something 
of the jumble, but the materi¬ 
al does not support any artis¬ 
tic effort. The acting ensem¬ 
ble of eight displays uniform¬ 
ly bad British accents, but for 
the most part, gives the dis¬ 
mal proceedings an admirable 
go. As the murderers, Bran¬ 
don Ladd Burkey and David 
Parris do convey the homo¬ 
erotic subtext quite nicely. 
Having committed a dark 
deed together, these men 
share an intimacy stronger 
than sex. Indeed, director 
Reilly opens the play with 
both men in the dark, smok¬ 
ing cigarettes while reclining 
on the trunk concealing their 
victim. When the guilt-ridden 
Parris and the suavely icy 
Burkey are dealing with each 
other and the emotional fall¬ 
out of their thrill kill, the play 
shows signs of life and a 
campy appeal that breaks 
through the posturing artifice. 

Grade Z Coward 

Aside from David Berkson 
as Rupert Cadell, the nosy 
poet, the rest of the cast, 
thanks largely to the play¬ 
wright, only takes up space 


on me stage. Tiioics a spark 
here and there, but for the 
most part, it’s as if most of 
them dropped in from a 
grade Z Noel Coward produc¬ 
tion. Pity poor Sharon Mc¬ 
Donald as the dead man’s 
aunt who has hardly a full 
line of dialogue. She skulks 
about the stage reading the 
auras of the furniture and ex¬ 
amining God knows what 
with a magnifying glass. With 
her wide, vacant stare, Mc¬ 
Donald provides some wel¬ 
come comic relief, intentional 
or not. 

Berkson’s performance as 
the artsy poet with a limp, 
whose curiosity gets the better 
of him, captures the spirit • 
of the thriller genre. By play’s 
end, when his drama muscles 
are being sorely taxed, Berk- 
son’s British accent disap¬ 
pears completely with the re¬ 
sult that his language be¬ 
comes more vibrant than it’s 
been all night. After expend¬ 
ing the energy to update the 
play, it’s too bad director 
Reilly didn’t also drop the 
British accents and let his ac¬ 
tors breathe some life into 
this stodgy little crime fest. T

cabaret, came home to work 
not-so-fabled strip joints on 
Broadway (a girl’s gotta earn 
a living), hustled on fabled 
Polk Street, and sang when¬ 
ever she could get a booking. 
The latter was a dwindling 
occurrence until filmmaker 
Marc Huestis recognized her 
vocal chops when she sang, of 
all things, “Waltzing Matilda” 
at the fabled Doris Fish ben¬ 
efit and proceeded, as produc¬ 
er, to provide Bambi a show¬ 
case production (quite literal¬ 
ly, a comeback), which Allen 
Sawyer and I were invited to 
direct. 

However, that cabaret 
style outing, though success¬ 
ful, didn’t set Bambi fully 
free; not until her present in¬ 
carnation, did the Bambi of 
her dreams materialize. Sud¬ 
denly, Bambi is a star in our 
minds as well as her own. 
Strutting the runway, dancing 
flamboyantly and seductively, 
chatting with impromptu za¬ 
niness between numbers, 
she’s quite the showgirl she 
always meant to be. She’s fly¬ 
ing. Moreover, she’s also re¬ 
vealed here as a strong singer, 
warbling the perversely de¬ 
lightful and personal songs 
for which she herself has 
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strange thrill of the East Vil¬ 
lage in the early plague years 
is recounted in a crisis mo¬ 
ment, when, while working as 
a carpenter, Miller cut off a 
finger. This small yet painful 
event serves as a springboard 
for another captivating story 
about the bloody viral mess 
that followed. 

Miller recently spoke 
about these issues in a tele¬ 
phone interview from Wash¬ 
ington D.C., where he was re¬ 
cently performing My Queer 
Body before the San Francis¬ 
co premiere of Naked Breath 
at Josie’s, where it plays 
through May 8. 

Jim Provenzano: Naked 
Breath isn’t so much about 
the West Coast, you said? 

Tim Miller: This piece is, sur¬ 
prisingly, very New York. It 
all takes place on a couple 
blocks of East 6th Street in 
the East Village. That’s the 
terrain. Sometimes when I 
walk through it I’m struck by 
how important the place was 
to me, especially certain 


blocks that really resonate, 
more than they would if I still 
lived there. I became really 
interested in exploring two 
stories which centered around 
the trembling moment right 
before AIDS. A lot of people 
replay that time quite a bit. 
It’s very [Berlin] 1938-ish. 

Before the Kristallnacht? 

Exactly. But it’s also a sto¬ 
ry about being a construction 
worker, all us little carpenter 
faggots. 

I didn’t know you cut off 
your finger. 

Yeah. I was doing a big 
construction job in one of the 
more willowy periods of my 
life. It was a bit much for me. 

I go to that whole mo¬ 
ment, cutting off my finger on 
the day the Pope was shot. It 
was weeks before the first 
New York Times article on 
AIDS, months before John 
got sick. It’s strange and pow¬ 
erful, wanting to look into it, 
how the time is in the blood 
again. I work that metaphor, 
as you might imagine. 

Yes. It also sounds very per¬ 
sonal, though it expands to 


larger realizations. 

I’m very interested in how 
we connect our lives to one 
another, how we use these 
bodies for a period of time. A 
year or so ago I was in New 
York walking home with a 
fellow, and we were heading 
toward his house on East 6th 
St. I felt all the feelings of 
that street, walking by his 
house, amidst all of the other 
people who lived in those 
streets. There is this power. 

Are you going to stay with 
solo performance? 

Doing duet work would 
be a lot harder, and well, I’d 
make half as much money. I’d 
have to trim back my lavish 
lifestyle. 

Which includes....? 

I’d have to cut out Safe¬ 
way Seltzer. 

Douglas (Sadownick, his 
partner of many years), has 
been writing a lot about New 
York, too. My relationship 
with Doug is fraught with his 
grandparents, and the Lower 
East Side, his lineage, walk¬ 
ing on streets where his 
grandma used to live, like, a 
block from my house.

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B ecause the music of 
Nine Inch Nails is 
filled with such 
seething anger, it was 
surprising to find last Satur¬ 
day’s crowd at the Warfield 
so friendly. Other bands that 
play this aggressive kind of 
music tend to attract a high 
asshole quotient, with testos¬ 
terone overflow resulting in a 
mosh pit full of drunk bel¬ 
ligerents out for blood. 

But this show was the ex¬ 
ception. Despite the abrasive 
sound, the crowd was rela¬ 
tively well-behaved, thrashing 
along with enthusiasm but 
not maliciousness. The reason 
for this may be that while, 
musically speaking, NIN can 
be hard-hitting and cold; lyri¬ 
cally speaking, they possess 
an inherent warmth that 
many find solace in. 

Much of NIN’s appeal lies 
in Trent Reznor’s emotional 
vocal delivery — he spits out 
his words like poisonous ven¬ 
om. Singing from the core of 
his soul about alienation, 
anger and fear, Reznor strikes 
a comforting chord with his 
predominantly young audi¬ 
ence. This was made evident 
last Saturday by the sheer 
number of people singing 
along with him, loudly enun¬ 
ciating every last angst-ridden 
lyric. 

In more pretentious alter¬ 
native rock circles, this sort of 
thing is often seen as ex¬ 
tremely unhip. But here, it 
was perfectly okay; these 
songs obviously meant so 
much to those assembled. 

The sing-alongs resulted in 
some fairly entertaining 
irony, especially during 
“Head Like a Hole” when the 
crowd sang along to the cho¬ 
rus: “Bow down before the 
one you serve, you’re going to 
get what you deserve.” Be¬ 
sides the obvious S&M im¬ 
agery, the line could also be 
seen as a command of devo¬ 
tion, directed sneeringly at 
loyal NIN fans. But with the 
crowd chanting Reznor’s 
words with even greater ve¬

hemence, the tables were 
turned, his domineering direc¬ 
tive aimed squarely back at 
him. 

Sorry Asshole 

Complying with his fans’ 
orders, Reznor served up a 
wild, intense show. Two 
songs into the set, during 
“Sin,” in a token display of 
fury, he hurled his micro¬ 
phone stand, hitting drummer 
Chris Vrenna in the head. 
The show had to be stopped 
for about 20 minutes while 
Vrenna was bandaged up. 
“That was my fault,” said a 
more subdued Reznor when 
he returned to the stage. “I’m 
sorry. I was an asshole.” 

The remainder of the con¬ 
cert found him more focused 
on entertaining the crowd 
than on injuring his band- 
mates, although he did have a 
penchant for knocking his 
mike stand down on practical¬ 
ly every song. This became 
his “schtick,” with a roadie 
having to come out every 
time to put the stand back up. 

Surprisingly, only three 


songs from the recently re¬ 
leased The Downward Spiral 
were played. The group chose 
instead to concentrate on ma¬ 
terial from their 1989 debut 
album, Pretty Hate Machine. 
“This is a song about fuck¬ 
ing,” Reznor said, as they 
launched into a fierce rendi¬ 
tion of “Down on It,” certain¬ 
ly one of the highlights of the 
show. 

To re-create the multilay¬ 
ered sound of his records, 
Reznor brought with him a 
four-piece band and a DAT 
machine, which supplied a 
backing track of industrial 
noise. A pleasant surprise, 
however, was NIN’s cover of 
Joy Division’s “Dead Souls,” 
which they did without the 
aid of tape accompaniment. 
While making them sound 
more like a traditional rock 
band, it was also a welcome 
relief from the vaguely static 
quality of a performance de¬ 
pendent upon playing to a 
backing tape. (Though, admit¬ 
tedly, it was the one song 
people didn’t sing along to.) 
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But of course. You’ve made 
entire performance pieces 
about your relationship to 
regions of America; New 
York, California. There’s a 
duality that’s funny, the 
way you deal with the cul¬ 
tural myths of each coast 
along with personal stuff. 

Actually, they fixed the 
freeway, so everyone’s happy. 
(In Valspeak:) “Hahpeee!” The 
miracle of the Santa Monica 
Freeway. 

In some ways, the last 
earthquake was a bonding 
thing. It was nice to have the 
most recent trauma/event not 
be, you know, the worst ur¬ 
ban rioting since the Civil 
War. 

A recent Newsweek arti¬ 
cle, this very upbeat article, 
used the re-opening of the 
freeway as this sort of symbol 
of the new era, this idea that 
“California’s back!” The article 
was called “Surfs Up!” 

You experienced some sim- 
lar hype during the whole 
NEA lawsuit (the artists 
eventually did get their 
grants). Is there any truth in 
that sort of processed jour¬ 
nalism, that you’ve seen, be¬ 
ing on that side of it? 


I work in a very small part 
of the culture, as any live per¬ 
former does. It gets amplified 
through newspapers and radio 
and not that many people real¬ 
ity ever end up seeing it, in the 
scheme of a big country. 

When a newspaper article 
comes out about me, in some 
ways the most effective thing 
that gets amplified is not the 
performance itself, but the 
ideas of the performance. If 
I’m holding forth about gay 
sex in the Washington Post o r 
the Arizona Republic, that’s 
actually getting a big venue 
for discussion of my ideas. I 
take that really seriously. 

On the safer sex discus- 1 
sion, it’s very important to re¬ 
ally ‘covenantize’ safer sex. 

People will do whatever 
they want, of course. But I 
think, as a community, we 
need to see this as a major 
deal we need to make with 
each other, to look after each 
other, our psychic and physi¬ 
cal, long-term health. I really 
believe that.T

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Then I go many years lat¬ 
er, eleven years into the 
plague. I wanted to make a 
piece about the passage of 
time, years later, walking 
down the street, and the ter¬ 
rain around sex and intimacy 
between positive and seroneg¬ 
ative men. The whole 
schmageggie. 

Is that a Yiddish word? 

I got it from Doug. He’s 
got a Yiddish-English dictio¬ 
nary somewhere. 

The show is about the per¬ 
ceived borders of time, things 
that separate us, how we all 
breathe the same air for a 
number of years, and 
then...stop. 

In this show I’m really 
fucking with typical AIDS 
narratives, too, because I’m 
really fatigued with the AIDS 
trajectory, in terms of the cul¬ 
tural representation of death. 

Lots of people are gonna 
die, of course, but the pre¬ 
dictability of that....I like to 
stir the soup on it, play 
around with it. 

You mean we’ve become 
complacent about all the 
death? 

That, but also, like when 
we’re hearing a story about 
two men, and it’s like, “Okay, 
one of them should die at 
some point,” like that fulfills 
the cultural mandate some¬ 
how. 

Are you seeing these same 
boundaries, among gay men, 
or are there new ones? 

The level of fear is still 
quite deep around the coun¬ 
try, sometimes even in big¬ 
gish cities. People are really 
still scared, with intimacy, the 
closet, and then there are 
HIV-negative men, and HIV¬ 
positive men who don’t want 
to deal with HIV-negative 
men’s panic. 

The whole subject is worth 
looking at, and something I 
haven’t explored in my own 
work. 

It seems like you’re getting 
more into the emotional as¬ 
pects of queerness and the 
virus. There’s not so much 
activist stuff, like in CD 
Weekend. 

I’m certainly not doing ag- 
itproppy kinds of pieces in 
the way I was at one point. 
What I’m really interested in 
now is the complexity of how 
we understand our lives, the 
intimacy between queer men, 
in this lifetime, strange com¬ 
panion of AIDS. 

There are some songs by 
Michael Callen in Naked 
Breath? 

There are three songs in 
the show. Like many people, 

I thought Michael was gonna 
live forever, and on the scale 
of things he did. We were 
waiting last fall to do some 
stuff, but by then he was too 
sick, so we’re using things he 
made for his new album. 

Doug and I were looking 
after him in LA. His presence 
in this piece is through con¬ 
versations and discussions 
...and fights. 

Mike was one of my fa¬ 
vorite people to talk about 
anything with. He was so 
smart...and opinionated, about 
everything, like polarized 
top/bottom discussions. 

I find reducing identity to 
preferred sex acts limiting. 

Yeah, but if it makes peo¬ 
ple talk about butt-fucking, 
I’m all for it.

I t hardly seems possible 
that 13 years have 
passed since the San 
Francisco Eagle made 
its debut. And in case you 
didn’t know it, none of the 
Eagle bars is a franchise; each 
is individually owned and al¬ 
most every one of them in the 
U.S. and around the world is 
a leather bar, or is at least 
leather friendly. 

The SF-Eagle bar in 1981 
was less than half its present 
size. The original co-owner, 
Bob Damron (of guide book 
fame), was casting about for a 
“new face” to manage the lo¬ 
cation, which was formerly a 
straight bar called “Buzz’s.” 

At about that time, Pat 
Batt, former manager of the 
Chicago Gold Coast, blew 
into town. He was a new face, 
with new ideas about running 
a leather bar. He had an al¬ 
most surly, masculine attitude 
that appealed to many of the 
leather bartenders floating 
about at the time. The list of 
applicants for jobs was close 
to 100. 

John Wilson was the dee- 
jay when the SF-Eagle 
opened; he’d already made a 
name for himself at the Am¬ 
bush and other venues. While 
disco was the norm of the 
day, John managed to estab¬ 
lish his own great South of 
Market sound. San Francis¬ 
cans were shocked to have 
their beer dispensed in cans. 
How could they “stand and 
model” without that brown 
bottle resting close to their 
crotch? How could one hook 
thumbs in leather or levi 
pockets while holding a cum¬ 
bersome can? That innovation 
didn’t last long, but coupled 
with a handsome staff, great 
music and an Eagle at last in 
San Francisco, the bar was a 
hit from the beginning. 

Despite the AIDS crisis, 
which began rearing its ugly 
head in the early ’80s, the Ea¬ 
gle only increased in popular¬ 
ity. At the time, the Rev. Ray 
Broshears, who used to write 
a scathing weekly column in 
The Nightingale, was hungry 
for advertising dollars. His 


tirades about the Eagle and 
its imported manager, among 
other defamations, were 
enough to scare the advertis¬ 
ing dollars into his weekly. 
Eventually, J.C. Corbett was 
named the manager and Pat 
went on to found his now 
world-famous Mercury Mail 
Order business. There have 
been no regrets. 

J.C. was a well-known vet¬ 
eran of the SOMA. He imme¬ 
diately instituted the old San 
Francisco Ramrod’s movies 
during the week, with gim¬ 
micks and promotions that 
kept the crowds coming. He 
learned his craft well from 
Ramrod boss Paul (Luscious 
Lorelei) Bentley, who had en¬ 
joyed bar successes here and 
in Los Angeles. 

In what is now the biggest 
fundraising patio in San Fran¬ 
cisco (one that has been in¬ 
strumental in raising millions 
of dollars for various AIDS 
and other charities) there was 
once an auto parts junk yard. 
The expansion, with yet an¬ 
other bar station, launched 
the Eagle into world renown. 
Every leather and non-leather 
man who visits San Francisco 


lists its Sunday beerbust as a 
“must do” event. 

After J.C.’s departure, an 
interim manager was in com¬ 
mand for a short time. It was 
then that the Eagle logo was 
created, one that to this day 
adorns advertising, pins and 
other paraphernalia. 

In a few months, the Are¬ 
na on 9th & Harrison (now 
the Stud) was sold to a 
straight owner and the man¬ 
ager there, Terry Thompson, 
had already launched the 
bare chest calendar — an insti¬ 
tution that has raised thou¬ 
sands of dollars for the AIDS 
Emergency Fund; and along 
with the Eagle management, 
he transferred the whole pro¬ 
ject to his new* domain. 

The rest is history. The an¬ 
niversary pins doled out each 
year in April have been auc¬ 
tioned off for at least $1000 
for a complete set — and that 
was when there were only 10 
pins in the collection! Collec¬ 
tors wear those pins proudly. 
Each year, one avid collector 
flies in from Phoenix, AZ just 
to get a pin! In fact, he was 
here last week, as he’s been 
for many, many anniversaries.

An early Eagle anniver¬ 
sary t-shirt goes for a consid¬ 
erable sum as well and the 
Robert Uyvari drawing of a 
leather man enfolded in the 
wings of a fierce-looking ea¬ 
gle is one of leatherdom’s 
most cherished posters. The 
original art work exists to this 
day in someone’s safe- deposit 
box; it will fetch a handsome 
sum someday if the owner 
ever decides to give it up. 

There have been so many 
outrageous fundraisers, bike 
blessings and christenings, 
contests and parties at the Ea¬ 
gle, almost all of them 
fundraisers for AIDS and oth¬ 
er charities. Any list of these 
events would be long indeed. 
Like any other bar, the SF- 
Eagle has had its ups and 
downs, yet it continues to sur¬ 
vive and be popular. Terry 
Thompson and members of 
the staff have been honored, 
justifiably, over and over for 
their tireless commitment to 
the community. Would I be 
tattling out of school if I told 


you the countless times that 
Terry has “donated” kegs of 
beer at beer/soda busts? 

The beer/soda busts now 
extend to mid-week and 
weekend nights and the wait¬ 
ing list for Sunday afternoons 
is a long one. The Eagle be¬ 
gins its 14th year of operation 
in San Francisco this month. 
It’s safe to say that this is one 
of our most cherished institu¬ 
tions. Congratulations to the 
entire staff. 


It was pretty laid back 
around ye olde campus last 
week. The lull before the ear¬ 
ly summer madness was satis¬ 
fying to activists who need a 
breather. The BBS guys had 
a big turnout for their beer- 
bust Saturday night and so 
did the Knights of Malta MC 
at the Sunday afternoon beer- 
bust. Bob Linsley, manager of 
the Eagle’s sister bar (The 


Gauntlet II) in LA was look¬ 
ing svelte and healthy, spread¬ 
ing his likeable personality all 
over the place and wearing 
close to 200 pins on his 
leather vest. He confessed 
that he’s known as the “Pin 
Lady” in certain circles! Oh 
well. 

Tourists from all over the 
globe and different states 
were here too. In spite of the 
three-day anniversary celebra¬ 
tion, the Eagle staff carried 
on like troopers. It was a 
good week too for the Wa¬ 
tering Hole, My Place, Hole 
in the Wall, the Edge, the 
Jackhammer and Headquar¬ 
ters bars. Summer is just 
around the corner so forget 
about being bored! 

Late Bulletin: I’m sorry — 
and sad — to report that Inter¬ 
national Mr. Drummer 1992, 
Emerson Briney, passed away 
due to complications from 
AIDS on Monday, April 25, in 
Omaha, Nebraska. Funeral 
and memorial services are 
pending.
